A FEDERATION IN TURMOIL 


It is doubtful whether the Member Clubs of the Northern NSW: 
Soccer Federation could ever again face the controversy which was | 
created at the completion of the 1981 Season and operate thereafter 

an entity. 
7 The 1981 Season had just passed into history when Stewart and 
Lioyds, the Minor Premiership winners and Grand Finalists, withdrew 
from State League and Belmont-Swansea and Wallsend requested 
that the Federation relegate their Clubs into First Division. Ominous 
noises were also forthcoming from Weston, Adamstown Rosebud 
and Lake Macquarie as to their continued participation. ; 

There were several bones of contention which were to be aired. 
The first viewpoint from State League's Member Clubs was the 
continued expense of travelling ina State League competition by air. 
The First Division competition was operating successfully and the 
State League Clubs were entitled to view the First Division 
competition as being more viable than State League. Questions were 
asked and demands were made of a Federation Board which could 
offer very little solution to the problems without drastic change to the 
Competition structure which would affect every Federation Club. 
The problems were not of the Board’s making or any individual 
Director’s fault - for a decade the Federation had not evolved a 
consistent policy in presenting Soccer at any level. Limited 
Companies rubbed shoulders with Amateurs in nearly all the 
Federation Competitions. State League had been evolvedin 1 980 as 
a desperate answer to the popularity of a Newcastle KB United which 
was averaging 7,500 gates - and perhaps, the worst inditement, the 
NNSW Soccer Federation itself had become a Limited Company 
without regard for the arguments which had plagued the Federation 
since 1972 with regard to voting rights. With 62 voting members, 


~ the majority of which were playing Amateur/ Social football and able 


to determine the outcome of any restructure, any changes were not 
ing to be made very easily. 
ace further Seales the situation at this period, the Federation 
had 4 members, Coffs Harbour, Tamworth, Armidale and Twin 
Towns, who were entitled to demand a competition to play in and an 
Associate Member. Lismore, which had just completed a season in 
State League Under 19 with great success, were interested in joining 
State League. : oo 
As State League slowly disintegrated, the “country” clubs within 
State League became concerned for their future and Twin Towns, on 
the Queenstand border, were given permission to join the QSF. 

Several bitter experiences had been learned from the two years 

of State League. The first was the lack of cohesion which occurs 
when Clubs, which are used to having three grades home and away, 
have sides playing at different venues. The first year of State League 
in 1980 had spelt the fact all too clearly for the participants. The cost 
structure in flying meant that only one team could visit the country 
areas and Reserve and Under 19 teams had to have a separate 
competition, (or in 1981, for instance, Reserve and Under 19 
Competitions would have had 8 byes for each Newcastle Club). The 
meeting of State League Clubs at Sawtell in February 1981, had 
acknowledged the problems and, despite many suggestions and 
ideas, neither the Newcastle based State League Clubs or the 
Federation had any solution. The Federation and Clubs left that 
meeting with a 10 team First Grade competition, a 6 team Reserve 
Grade competition and an 8 team Under 19 competition (Tamworth 
and Lismore having entered teams). ; 

The Newcastle Clubs also wanted their Reserve Grade and Under 
19 teams playing in front of them on home matches. The resultwasa 
fixtures chaos in 1981 which did much to bring State League to an 
ia The Clubs of the Federation in general, when faced with the 
demise of the State League and the attendant trauma for the Clubs 
involved, showed little sympathy for what were the acknowledged 
stronger Clubs in the Federation. The attitude of many Clubs was one 
of lack of understanding and not just a little satisfaction that the 
“mighty had fallen” and “had bitten off more than they could chew”. It 
was even suggested in a letter to the Federation from one Club 
(tongue in cheek or otherwise) that Clubs from State League should 
go back to Fifth Division and start all over again”. Regretably for 
soccer, several State League clubs agreed. They collectively 
concurred it would be alot cheaper and in bitter asides to Federation 
Directors suggested that unless some policy or plan could be formed 
that would benefit them, then they could hardly recommend the kind 
of spending to Licensed Club Boards that would sustain a soccer 
team in which they, or soccer as a whole, could be proud. : 

The die was case. that was to affect every Club in the Federation. 
Unfortunately, the Board of Directors of the Federation was split on 
the issues and a policy for the future. Board meetings became 
inconclusive on many points. The President Stefan Kamasz, 
Secretary Ernie Lamb and Treasurer Brian Brown met one evening in 
Room 307 at the Travelodge Motel in an attempt to evolve an 
Executive firmness on what must be done to resolve all difficulties 
facing the Federation and its Member Clubs. Itwas believed that that 
meeting would persuade a Board along the same path. 
Unfortunately, it didn't. : 

The policy evolved in that room on that night. was passed by 
Directors but the implementation caused several to change opinions 
as club opinion on the policies filtered back. In retrospect, and with 
hindsight, one could only judge that many of the Board were under 
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intense pressure from vociferous lobby groups. The decisions that 
the Board had made were not necessarily wise but, at least. were 
decisions that any Board had a mandate to make - and ones which 
were very necessary at that point in time. To have allowed the 
arguments to proceed and not to have made any decisions at all 
would have been more culpable. 

Not have made any decision at all was tempting. Four Directors 
were up for re-election in January at the AGM. The President Stefan 
Kamasz was one. The other three. Brian Brown (Treasurer) Harry 
Hetherington and John Beatty had signified that they would be 
seeking re-election. The three Directors not retiring, Ernie Lamb 
(Secretary) and long-serving Directors Dave Williams and Bill 
Mahoney were by no means united on the policy that had been laid 
down and it was an ominous sign that, with four Directors to be 
elected, any policies could be overturned after the AGM. 

The changes (broadly based} put to the Clubs for the 1982 
Season were as follows:- 

1. State League to become State First Division with two grades only, 
first grade and reserve grade. 

2. An Under 19 Competition was to be promoted playing separately 
from First and Reserve Grade. 

3. Travel in State First Division was to be by road. 

4. Third, Fourth and Fifth Divisions would utilise early kick-off times 
on Sundays to avoid State First Division and Second Division 
fixtures. 

5. Grand Final series was to be in First Grade only with State First 
Division, Second Division and Under 19 Grand Finals combining 
on the same ground on the same day and Third, Fourth and Fifth 
Divisions combining for their Grand Finals. 

6. No player could appear on two team-sheets on any one day other 
than as a bona-fide substitute. 

7. Clubs could only sign five Under 19 players on contract, the rest 
had to be Amateurs. 

8. No pre-season competition. 

The arguments as to why those changes HAD to be made would 
fill a book. They were deemed necessary for a Federation and 
Member Clubs which was in tremendous disarray. No major sponsor 
had been found for many years and every Club was finding it a 
struggle to make ends meet. The proposals were received badly by 
the Clubs. Third and Fourth Divisions were incensed at 9.00 a.m. 
kick-offs and loss of Third grade. A hitherto untouched First Division 
hardly welcomed the collapse of State First Division back into their 
ranks and the knowledge that many of them were about to become 
Second Division Clubs. The fact that Second Division was to become 
Third, Third become Fourth and so on down the line, made it a sure- 
ey that the Federation Board was about to find things very 

iTrcult. 

23 Clubs made application for State First Division and at one 
meeting held to resolve the impasse to determine which would be 
State First Division and Second Division, it was suggested quite 
seriously, that the 23 should be put into a hat and the first 12 drawn 
be State First Division. 

An extra-ordinary Meeting of the Clubs was called by the 1981 
First Division Clubs incensed at losing Under 19's from their home 
grounds. The meeting overwhelmingly voted that First Division 


retain all three grades on the same ground but, unfortunately, the 
motion (which had been badly put to the meeting) was supported by’ 
Third and Fourth Division Clubs, some of whom believed that the 
Federation would be forced to return their third grades as well. 

The Federation Board, stood firm and, despite the vote at the 
Extra-ordinary General Meeting. informed a meeting of ex-State 
League Clubs and First Division Clubs that the policies would still 
stand. At that stage in December what should have resulted was 
another Extra-ordinary General Meeting expressing a vote of no 
confidence in Directors. The AGM on 27th January, 1982 was, 
however, close enough to ensure that the ballot box for Directors 
would ensure whether policies were overturned. 

The confusion had created opportunism which was to prove 
regrettable for all concerned. The Board was aware that former 
Directors of the Federation were interested in standing forthe vacant 
positions at the AGM, with a view to gaining control. Their platform 
policies were simple. Agree to leave everything the way it was and not 
implement the policies of the present Board. 

The situation was to worsen immediately. President Stefan 
Kamasz was absent on holiday in Queensland, at the time of the 
decisive vote against the Board in early December, with regard to 
First Division retaining three grades in competition on the same 
ground. Mindful of the situation, Stefan wished to compromise, 
believing so much had been achieved in many of the proposals put to 
the Clubs except the main areas of Under 19‘s and the Clubs which 
would be involved in a revamped First Division. He sent down a 
screed from Queensland which was presented as a confidential 
document to Directors three days before the Extra-Ordinary General 
Meeting. He requested that the Board “back off” in some areas, 
named the 12 Clubs he would put in State First Division and 
mentioned that one Member of the Board would not agree with his 
proposals. 

Three days later every Club in the Federation which was 
attempting to change the Board's viewpoint, had a photo-copy. It 
was a savage breach of faith and confidence which was to rock the 
Federation Board Room as badly as the Clubs had been rocked by the 
proposals which emanated from the same room. The Board was now 
badly split and it seems impossible that its members or its policies 
would survive. 

For the ex-State League Clubs the fight was now really on as the 
rest of the Federation attempted to close ranks and defeat any 
proposal that could conceivably do them any good. Clubs that were 
spending collectively in one Division (Third, Fourth and Fifth) asum 
that would not rival one State League Club's outlay, now had the 
power to determine the fate of a Federation. 

A meeting in late December was finally told of the collapse of 
State League and the ensuing arguments did little to point out which 
12 Clubs should now comprise State First Division. 

Nominations for Directors closed just before the New Year and, 
after a flurry of late nominations in the last 20 minutes before 
nominations closed, Secretary Ernie Lamb resigned and then 
renominated for the Board. 

January was not a pleasant month for the Northern NSW Soccer 
Federation Limited as 9 candidates for the Board fought for the 
vacant 5 seats.

oe At the first Teatng of the Board Mr. Mahoney offered his 
resignation and it was accepted. Stefan Kamasz was re-elected as 
President, Ernie Lamb re-elected as Secretary and Ken McNeil 
elected as Treasurer. ; = 

The newly constituted Board re-iterated the policies of the 
previous administration without alteration. The 12 State First 
Division Clubs were to be Coffs Harbour, Tamworth City, Armidale 
United, Hamilton Red Star, Adamstown Rosebud, Weston Bears, 
Highfields Azzurri, Belmont-Swansea, Maitland, West Wallsend, 
Lake Macquarie and the newly formed Central Coast Association. 

No glimmer of happiness was apparent on the scene. Itwas now 
too late to do anything other than go along with the new season as 
reconstructed. The resentment and divisiveness was strong from 
many Clubs and it was apparent that many of the secular arguments 
and opinions were a long way from being over. Clubs would continue 
to pressure strongly for the repeal of rules and regulations which 
they considered important to their very survival throughoutthe 1982 


Season. _ 
The competitions were, however, off and running...... 


STATE FIRST DIVISION 


After the arguments of the close season regarding the 
composition of State First Division, itwas inevitable that there would 
be comparison between those Clubs which had been part of the 
former State League and those which had come from the former First 
Division. ; ; 

Maitland and Highfields Azzurri and, to a certain extent, West 
Wallsend. had been dominant forces in the 1981 First Division and 
speculation was inevitatle as to the standard (or otherwise) of the 
newly formed League and which Clubs would become fore-runners. 

The Federation received much criticism in admitting the newly 
formed Central Coast Association to State First Division and 
travelling with two teams by road instead of one team by air had 
already removed Lismore City’s application due to cost, and the 
gaining of reserve grade strength was causing concern at Armidale 
United. With only weeks to go to the start of the competition, the 
Armidale and District Soccer Association was denying the use of 
dual registration for Armidale United's local clubs. The problem was 
finally solved but. unfortunately, not before many of the players who 
were good enough to play for Armidale. had made up their minds to 
remain at local football level for the season. Itwas a problem that was 
to- affect Armidale’s short season in State First Division. Trouble 
loomed ahead for the Club. ; 

In the early weeks of the season, the conjecture between the two 
grades of 1981 that had married to form the 1982 State First 
Division was laid to rest. Both of the former divisions had the strong 
and the weak in the 1982 competition. Armidale and Tamworth City 
just couldn't get their act together and Armidale received some 
terrible batterings in the early weeks of the season. Tamworth were 
stronger opposition, but lacked the finesse that makes teams and 
clubs successful and it became obvious that the Club was not about 
to repeat its march to the State League Preliminary Final of 1981. 
Central Coast Association had started off the season with a traumatic 
6-1 defeat welcoming it to State First Division Football at Lake 
Macquarie but, within weeks, was to hold the strong Adamstown 
Rosebud team to a 0-0 draw at Gosford. ; — 

West Wallsend, Preliminary Finalists in the 1981 First Division 
made a terrible start to the season, losing three and drawing two of 
its first six matches. Happily for the Bluebells, the tide was to turn and 
once turned, the Club was to ruminate by season’s end, just what 
might have been possible but for the shocking start. | 

Two other clubs made “shocking” starts, but in this case, the 
shock was on the former State League Clubs. Within 6 weeks the 
joint undefeated teaders of State First Division were Highfields 
Azzurri and Maitland which had taken over where they left off in 

1981. With more than a quarter of the Premiership gone, optimists 
were tipping that Azzurri, Maitland and Weston were the class sides 
with Belmont-Swansea, Lake Macquarie and Hamilton Red Star the 
only other chances for a semi-final at season’s end. Adamstown 
Rosebud were in the horrors in the bottom half of the table with very 
little wrong with its team except the simple fact that it just couldn't 
score goals - only 6 goals coming from its first six matches, four of 
which had resulted in draws. The optimists were terribly wrong. 

The round played on Sunday. 2nd May, sawchinks appear in the 
armour of the top two as Tamworth City stole a point from Azzurri ina 
hard-fought 2-2 draw at Tamworth Showground and Adamstown 
battled its way to yet Another 1-1 draw against Maitland. Weston, in 
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third place on the League table, couldn't make any headway with a 1 - 
1 draw up at Coffs Harbour and Sunday 2nd May was marked as the 
major turning point in the Competition. 

Lake Macquarie, unfashionable and unfancied, was about to 
make its mark. The season up to that date when Macquariedrew 1-1 
at Johnson Park, West Wallsend, had not proved anything “out of the 
box" for Lakes. Its 6 matches had produced 2 wins, 2 draws and 2 
losses. Consecutive losses to Belmont-Swansea and Maitland anda 
draw with Adamstown had tended to place it in the “run of the mill” 
bracket. 

On Sunday, 9th May, 1982, Coffs Harbour striker, Kim Laidlaw, 
scored a consolation goal for his side in Lake Macquarie’s 4-1 winat 
Speers Point. It was an insignificant goal but one that was to become 
memorable over the next 10 weeks. The event was memorable 
because Lakes did not concede another goal in that period and, 
strangely enough, it was Coffs Harbour in the second round match at 
Coffs Harbour Showground which managed to dent the Lake’s 
defence when Roy Barselaar scored for Coffs - once again only a 
consolation goal for his Club as Lakes marched on with a 3-1 win. 
Lake Macquarie successes were not built on defence. There were 
tight matches in that time but twin strikers Kerry Caban and David 
Simpson were proving more than a match for opposition defences. 
That mid-season consistency, in the final analysis, was the solid 
foundation for Lake Macquarie’s first Minor Premiership win for 
many years by season's end for all there were some late season 
Premiership staggers. 

Lake Macquarie, by virtue of that mid-season run, did not rely on 
anyone else to do it favours. There was no need to await the outcome 
of vital results between others to gain ground. The crashes were 
starting to come. Highfields Azzurri visited Maitland on 16th May 
and goals from Captain-Coach Nev Power, and Victor Hogan sealed 
a 2-1 win, John Cowburn getting the lone goal for Maitland. 
Maitland, joint leaders at that time were never to recover, and 
Belmont-Swansea the very next-week visited Maitland and crashed 4 
goals past a bemused and bewildered side. 

State First Division, however, was going through a major 
upheaval. On Sunday, 9th May, Armidale United forfeited its match 
at Whitebridge Oval against Highfields Azzurri. Armidale had 
informed the Federation, in the week leading up to the match, that it 
was having difficulty fielding sides and requested a deferment. The 
Federation denied the deferment and Armidale, which could 
possibly have fielded one team, and a scratch one at that, were fined 
$200 compensation to Azzurri and warned that any non-appearance 
by two teams thereafter would result in immediate expulsion from 
the Competition. The following week Weston visited Armidale and 
thrashed its hapless hosts 7-2 and 7-1 in the two grades and it was 
plain that Armidale’s spirit was sinking fast. Armidale’s next match 
was at Lake Macquarie on Sunday, 23rd May, and, on Friday the 
21st, Armidale notified the Federation that it could not get sufficient 
players to travel and would have to forfeit. The Federation Board had 
no hesitation in removing Armidale from the League at the following 
Tuesday evening's Board meeting to protect its competition and 
Armidale’s playing record was rerioved from each Club which had 
played it. The Directors of the Federation were mindful of the 
problems which Armidale had faced with dual registration of players 
and hoped that the shock of expulsion might jolt local complacency. 

There were many involved in local football in Armidale who believed 
that if Armidale United died there would be nothing to offer their 
local talent in the future. Money was not the problem. With the hope 
of the future in mind, Directors suggested to Armidale and its State 
First Division Clubs that, in lieu of a bye, all Clubs proceed in friendly 
matches with Armidale as per the fixture list, for the second round. 
Alas, it-.was notto be for a multitude of reasons. Desperate Armidale 
officials chartered a plane and flew to Newcastle in an attempt to 
keep their Club alive. The proposal! for Armidale to play friendly 
matches was to founder through lack of interest and, although some 
Newcastle Clubs did make the journey to Armidale, it was with a 
gross lack of interest - and the strongly competitive Newcastle Clubs 
could hardly be blamed. Friendly matches are not the material of a 
hard fought season and Armidale showed the same reluctance to 
travel to Newcastle. It was the end of a chapter and a club.

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The competition certainly was tough. Azzurri found the week's 
lay-off against Armidale very costly as Weston, the visitors the weék 
after, tore the Highfields side apart 4-1. Azzurri's recovery was 
momentary at Belmont-Swansea a week later with a 2-1 winand, the 
same day, Maitland slipped further down the table with a 1-1 draw, to 
follow its 2 consecutive defeats, at West Wallsend. That result did 
not surprise anyone in Bluebell territory. Westy were also shooting 
up the table after consecutive wins over Tamworth City, Central 
Coast Association and Adamstown. 

There was no doubt now that Weston Bears and Lake Macquarie 
were the two to watch out for. On Sunday, 30th May, with Highfields 
Azzurri holding a slender one point lead at the top, Weston and Lake 
Macquarie faced each other at Weston Park. It was Lake Macquarie 
which was to carry the day with a 1-0 win in unusual fashion and 
keep the local heads shaking in disbelief for some time. Weston right 
full back, Russell Mansley, scored an own goal from at least 45 
metres, his high lob catching Weston goalkeeper Robbie Lasance 
totally unawares, to give Lakes two vital points. 

The week after, Saturday. June 5th, Highfields Azzurri visited 
Lake Macquarie for a top two showdown and goals from David 
Simpson and Greg Baldwin gave Lakes a 2-0 victory and the 
leadership for the first time. 

The June long-weekend saw Lakes move further ahead as 
Azzurri could only manage a grim scoreless draw with West 
Wallsend while Macquarie had a handsome 3-0 win at Central 
Coast. Adamstown, still in the doldrums, took a 1-O home defeat at 
the hands of Weston at Adamstown Oval and Rosebuds had 
mustered only 7 goals from its first 10 matches - its defence having 
conceded only 9 goals in 10 matches was the most impressive in the 
division. Be that as it may, Adamstown still languished in seventh 
position. 

The weekend after, Sunday 20th June, Rosebuds could do no 
better as a Kerry Caban goal inthe dying stages gave Lakes a 1-O win 
at Speers Point, that particular round providing West Wallsend, after 
such a good run. with a shock 2-0 defeat at Coffs Harbour. 

Happily for Adamstown things were about to improve. On 
Saturday 26th June, the goal-shyness was overcome as John 
Macquarie (2), Carl Lochrin (2) and Glen Ray hammered five past 
Central Coast without reply. If Adamstown scoring five in one game 
was a shock that day, it was overshadowed completely up the valley 
at Cooks Square Park, East Maitland where the home side, Maitland, 
without a win for 7 matches, took high flying Weston to the cleaners 
3-0, with Weston Doley, Graham Bull and Gary Mungoven doing the 
damage in the goals column. 

Highfields Azzurri was still hanging on at the top but Adamstown 
was to change all that when the two sides clashed at Whitebridge 
Oval the first week in July. Rosebud’s added three more to the five 
scored the week previous and with Lake Macquarie smashing six 
past the inconsistent Maitland, the leaders now had a clear 3 point 
break over Highfields and five points over third placed Weston. 

Belmont-Swansea, up one week and down the next, had hovered 
around fourth and fifth position all season but, regrettably for it, were 
only beating lower in the table teams. When the crucial clash came 
invariably the Bel-Swans just weren't proving as good as the best. A 
2-0 defeat at Weston in the first week in July left the Club a 
consolation prize of a semi-final position to aim for with West 
Wallsend, Maitland and Adamstown the other contenders. Lake 
Macquarie, Highfields Azzurri and Weston were the only three, on 
current form, left in the race for Premiership honours. 

By July 11th. even a three way race looked to be a bold 
prediction as Lakes surged further ahead with a 1-0 win at Belmont- 
Swansea while Weston were held to a 1-1 draw at West Wallsend 
and Azzurri, for the second time in 1982, found Hamilton Red Star a 
stumbling block. After a 2-2 draw on Anzac Day in front of a crowd 
estimated at 2,500 at Whitebridge, Azzurri could not make amends 
in the second round at Mayfield Park and went down 3-2. 

On Saturday, 17th July, Lake Macquarie had a vital home match 
postponed with West Maitland due to wet weather and, the next day, 
Weston began to catch its prey with a 6-1 holding of Coffs Harbour. 
The following weekend the target became that bit more elusive again 
forthe Weston Club when it visited Mayfield Park and stumbled to 1- 
1 draw with Hamilton Red Star.

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By Saturday, 29th July, the competition was down to do-or-die 
battles for Premiership and semi-final positions. Azzurri, still in the 
running for the Premiership crashed again, this time to old rival 
Maitland by 4-1 at Whitebridge Oval. Adamstown’s run of successes 
came to an abrupt halt with a 0-0 draw at home with West Wallsend’ 
and Balmont-Swansea, too, remained wellin the semi-final race with 
a 3-0 win at Tamworth. 

On.Sunday, 8th August, Highfields Azzurri bowed out of 
contention with a 4-0 defeat at Weston Park and Maitland losta vital 
battle, 2-1 at Belmont-Swansea. The do-or-die battles were 
providing upset after upset as teams jockeyed for the top four. With 
faw matches left, Lake Macquarie were warm favourites for the 
Premiership but the odds took a tumble in Sunday, 15th August, 
when Weston upset its applecart with a 2-1 win at Speers Point. 
Adamstown. after being a goal down for most of the match against 
Red Star at Adamstown Oval, scored two in the last 10 minutes 
through Jim Foley and Phil Ridley to keep its semi-final hopes alive as 
did Belmont-Swansea with a 2-1 win over the rapidly receding 
Highfields Azzurri. Maitland, after a season which promised much 
more, said farewell to its semi-final chances with a 4-1 home defeat 
by West Wallsend which, in turn, did its chances the world of good. 

On Sunday, 22nd August, Lake Macquarie faced Highfields 
Azzurri at Whitebridge Oval. The prize for a win for Lakes was the 
Minor Premiership. Lakes still had a deferred match to play against 
West Wallsend while challenger. Weston, had completed its fixtures 
the day before with a nail-biting 3-2 win at Central Coast. Overnight. 
Weston had topped the League by a point. Azzurri needed to win to 
have any chance of a semi-final position and the goal was just 
sufficient to spur Azzurri to a shock 1-O win with Victor Hogan 
getting the goal that mattered. The Premiership now hung in the 
balance and if the scales were to swing in Lake Macquarie’s favour, 


sthe result between West Wallsend and Belmont-Swansea at Johnson 


Park was perhaps the force that tipped the scales. Westy. with a 1-0 
win, ensured itself of a semi-final spot and completely removed 
Belmont-Swansea from contention. 

Perhaps the attitude of Westy may have been different as itfaced 
Lake Macquarie at Speers Point in the final Premiership match for 
both clubs on Sunday, 29th August, as it still had to qualify for the 
semi's. Lakes, a point behind Weston, had one comforting thought. It 
didn’t have to win. Its goal difference was superior to Weston’s so 
just a draw would do. Lakes and Westy played a 0-0 draw ina match 
that never reached any great heights and it was a jubilant Lake 
Macquarie Coach, Wayne Leary, who greeted the final whistle. 

Adamstown, whose late season burst had cornered fourth 
position, found the effort far too much and bowed out of the Final 
series the following week at Edgeworth, with West Wallsend having 
no trouble winning 2-0 in the Minor Semi-Final. The Major Semi- 
Final, which followed, was a thriller as Weston, determined to 
salvage something from the season, gave Premiers Lake Macquarie a 
tremendous fight. The match itself would have done credit toa Grand 
Final. The following excerpt is the account printed in the following 
week's Federation match programme:— 


“STATE FIRST DIVISION PRELIMINARY FINAL 
LAKE MACQUARIE v WEST WALLSEND 


Lake Macquarie’s players must be kicking themselves. Their 
major semi-final counterparts from Weston will surely have been 
buying lottery tickets all week and hoping that good luck and good 
fortune last a little longer than the approximate 2 hours last Sunday 
at Edgeworth. ; 

In an incredible sway of fortunes last Sunday, LWayne Leary and 
his men have only themselves to blame for having to face West 
Wallsend in this Preliminary Final. At one stage last Sunday it looked 
a certainty that this Preliminary Final would be the lot of Lakes, 2-0 
down into the second half against Weston and then downto 10 men 
when Michael Boogaard was sent-off, the odds looked incredible. 
However a slack and unusually inept Weston defence failed to shut 
the gate and the depleted Roosters battled back to 2-1 and then 2-2 
with only minutes left. The rampant Kerry Caban slammed home his 
hat-trick to give Lakes a memorable lead - but, unfortunately, Lakes 
just couldn't hold out, hard though the 10 men battled. Weston 
substitute Graham Taylor, slammed one home to make it 3-3. Even 
then it seemed that Lakes had produced a memorable performance 
to even take an apparently once-lost cause to penalty kick deciders. It 
was strange at that moment that the crowd regarded Mino Premier 
Lake Macquarie as the underdog and it plainly had the se timent of 
the crowd when Weston missed its first two penalty kicks while Lakes 
netted its first two. Then it all slipped away again as Weston netted 
the next three and Lake Macquarie failed to beat Robert Lasance with 
the next two. 

As Lakes Coach Wayne Leary stepped up for that last vital kick 
the situation had become a heart-stopper.

Yet Lakes must now do it the hard way against West‘Wallsend 
side which has given very little away in the run to the end of the 
season. They must also do it without stopper Michael Boogaard who 
will serve at least an automatic one match suspension for being sent 
off early in the second half of the major semi-final. It could be a 
Suspension that will cause Leary one heap of worry as he chooses his 
side for the Final. Boogaard has been hailed as one of the strengths 
of the Macquarie side this season. A wayward temperament which 
has seen him in trouble on countless occasions looked to have been 
curbed by his responsible unruffled displays this season. Boogaard 
started the season under suspension and‘his final settling in to 
Macquarie's side after the first 4 weeks of the season was the final 
key that cemented a defence that became invincible for a 10 match 
run in which Macquarie did not concede a goal. He will be sorely 
missed - and on that point alone the chinks are there for the West 
Wallsend to exploit’.

The Minor Premier looked to have the match sewn up until Westy 
fullback Darrel Fenwick stormed through in the final few minutes of 
the match. His equaliser eventually took the tie to penalties. Nervous 
Lakes again completely blew it as it had done in the Major semi-final 
against Weston and West Wallsend won the penalty decider 5-4 and 
earned the right to meet Weston in the Grand Final at the 
International Sports Centre the following Saturday. One had to 
sympathise with Lake Macquarie after its magnificent fight-back in 
the a ath 

e Grand Final at the |.S.C. was an event to be forgotten. 
Weston and West Wallsend just never got to grips with eoteraining 
football. NBN3 televised the second half of the match live and, 
regrettably, the game was not a good advertisement for local soccer. 
Weston won a dour battle 2-0. 


DIVISION TWO 


No-one would have foreseen a Doyalson RSL Premiership on the 
opening day of the season as Edgeworth blasted the eventual Minor 
Premier 4-1. Nonetheless Doyalson made a quick and rapid recovery 
and, by season's end had seen only 3 defeats and the Premiership 
from the mid-way point had been little more than a one horse race. 

In the early part of the season Westlakes United, Cessnock City. 
Edgeworth, Belmont and Cardiff had all thrown down challenges for 


the Premiership but Doyalson proved equal to the task. Wallsend 
which had appeared in State League the season before, had a 
mediocre season as did the strong Austral United Club which had 
been Major and Minor Premiers of the former Second Division in 
1981. Wallsend was to recover to make the semi-finals but had to 
rely on events off the park which penalised the opposition rather than 
get to the position on its own merit. 

Three Clubs, Dudley-Redhead, Mayfield United and Kurri Kurri 
were the division's strugglers, the only happiness and joy, by and 
large, coming from matches against each other. 

_ At one stage in mid-season it appeared certain that Cessnock 
City would finish second and Edgeworth, too, would figure 
prominently in the top four. Regrettably it was a season of trauma for 
both Clubs. Edgeworth, financially struggling for several seasons 
incurred the wrath of the Federation for non-payment of accounts on 
time and after beating Kurri Kurri at home in tne first week in July 
were penalised by the Federation for being unfinancial, the points 
going to Kurri Kurri. Edgeworth never really recovered from the blow 
and the two points removed were vital as the club finally missed out 
on the semi-finals by a point. Wallsend, courtesy of the Edgeworth 
trauma, sneaked into the semi-final position. 

Cessnock City, after looking the logical runner-up for most of the 
season, infringed the ban on doubling up players at lowly Mayfield 
and cost itself the points and then compounded such a bad error by 
failing to turn up to play Dudley-Redhead on the correct day. The 
match was awarded to Dudley and Cessnock, after losing 4 vital 
points due to administrative rather than playing faults, slipped away 
to third position allowing the improving Cardiff to take over the major 
semi-final position. 

Doyalson, winners of the Division by a massive 9 points faced a 
determined Cardiff in the major semi-final at Adamstown Sports- 
ground. Cardiff managed to force the match into extra time but found 
the 110 minutes still too short a time to score its first goal of the 
season against Doyalson in three encounters. Doyalson’s Captain- 
Coach, Alan Parkinson, netted his 21st goal of the season with 
almost the last kick of the match to put his side into the Grand Final. 

The minor semi-final between Cessnock City and Wallsend was 
keenly fought and the 110 minutes just weren’t enough to separate

Third Division was hard-fought every inch of the way. Raymond 
Terrace and Toronto-Awaba always looked capable of becoming 
Minor Premier and it was Terrace, under Captain-Coach Kevin 
Lagerstrom, which snared the honour by 3 clear points over the 22 
match programme. 

Kotara South, University, Lambton Jaffas and Cooks Hill had 
always looked capable of challenging for honours but both Lambton 
Jaffas and Cooks Hill had shocking second halves to their season 
and eventually fell out of contention into fifth and sixth position 
respectively. 

Beresfield United, which had finished the 1981 season so 
powerfully, never lifted in 1982 and finished in the lower half of the 
division with New Lambton, Jesmond and Garden Suburb while 
Newcastle Olympic, after a surprise 2-O win over Toronto-Awaba in 
May, didn’t win another match and finished at the bottom of the 
League by a long way. 

Kotara South was beaten 3-2 by University in the Minor semi- 
final at Edgeworth and Raymond Terrace downed Toronto-Awaba 2- 
O in the major semi-final. Toronto had no problems in securing a 
rematch-with Raymond Terrace in the Grand Final. The standard of 
football in the Third Division Final Series had been surprisingly high 
but the Terrace v Toronto-Awaba Grand Final was to put even that 
high standard to shame ina thriller of a Grand Final which thoroughly 
entertained those who were fortunate enough to watch it. 

The Grand Final itself started out quietly enough and it was no 
shock when Terrace, rated the stronger of the two sides, went to a2- 
O lead mid-way through the second half. Toronto had other ideas 
and, after pulling back one goal inside the final 10 minutes, scored 
the equaliser with only seconds left for play. It was two extremely 
tired teams which battled. through extra-time and it was Toronto- 
Awaba which found the energy and the net to upset all the odds, 
score twice in extra-time, and win 4-2. Forty minutes prior to that 
final whistle no-one could have envisaged that final scoreline. 


DIVISION FOUR 


There. was never really a serious challenge to Rutherford’s 
supremacy and the leadership of Division Four throughout the 1982 
season. South Cardiff and Merewether had their moments but with 
Rutherford dropping only 7 points in the 22 Premiership matches it 
was a tall order to expect anyone to threaten the overall supremacy. 

Gosford Rangers, (which was to eventually reach the final four), 
Stockton and Muswellbrook had all threatened, at times, to make so 
much more of their Season's endeavours while the two 
Charlestowns, Hotspurs and United. along with Marks Point and 
Greta-Branxton, had been more concerned with keeping away from 
the relegation zone rather than take any vital part in what was 
happening above.them. 

Kahibah and Swansea Workers had miserable seasons and 
finished in the bottom two positions. 

The Final Series went exactly as one would have planned, with 
Rutherford defeating South Cardiff in the_major semi-final. On a 
blustery, windy day at Austral Park, Gosford Rangers outmanoeuvred 
Merewether in the Miner Semi-Final. 

South Cardiff scored a late winner to down Gosford Rangers 3-2 
in the Preliminary Final and the rematch of the top two in the Grand 
Final was one way traffic as Rutherford set out to make no mistakes in 
capturing the double. 


DIVISION FIVE 


The Division Five Premiership was the province of two Clubs in 
1982 - Tomago Eagles and South Wallsend. Both Clubs were 
extremely well matched with rarely a point or two between them at 
the top-of the League. Five other Clubs, while never matching the 
consistency of the top two, were a very close match for each other 
and Tech. College, Cardiff Railway. Kearsley United, Nelson Bay and 
Thornton Park had a tremendous joust between themselves for the 
coveted third and fourth position which were finally claimed by Tech 
and Cardiff Railway on the final day of the season. 

Tomago Eagles finally managed to just shade South Wallsend to 
win the Minor Premiership and then Southie struck back to win the 
Major semi-final 1-0 and relegate Tomago to a hard-fought battle 
with Cardiff Railway, narrow 3-2 winners over Tech. Tomago 
eventually triumphed 2-0 in the Preliminary Final and the top two in 
the Division fought out an entertaining Grand Final. marred by a 
broken leg sustained by Chris Miles, the South Wallsend Goalkeeper, 
before Tomago managed to win the double.

City and Graham Jennings, the ex-Adamstown Rosebud player who 
was appearing with Sydney Olympic in the National League. 

; Newcastle KB United enlisted the services of former KB United 
idol Ken Boden (Sydney City) and Marshall Soper (ex-Kurri Kurri and 
Stewart & Lloyds) who was currently playing with Leichhardt. 

A crowd of 1500 saw a highly entertaining match in which 
fortunes fluctuated. KB United took an early 1-0 lead but with ex- 
Leeds United and Huddersfield midfielder Derek Todd (Coffs 
Harbour) having a magnificent match for NNSW, the score was not 
only equalised but the representative side held a 2-1 half-time lead. 
The game went back and forth in the second half before KB United 
gained the upper hand and two moments of magic from David Lowe 
who was, within a month, to be named the National League U/21 
Player of the Year, sealed the match and a 3-2 win over Northern

LOWEDOWN ON UNITED 


Newcastle KB United may have sat in the cellar for 80% of the 
1982 P.S.L. season. It may have finished the competition a good 
distance from penthouse level. in fact, nearer the mezzanine, but 
there were compensations. It finished the first round with only 8 
points and came home strongly to score 19 in the second round. 


BRIGHT NEW STAR 

Even in that abysmal first round when the side could take only 
8 points from a possible thirty there were compensations. 

The great achievement of 1982 for United was to prove to the 
Australian soccer community that it can still produce outstanding 
young talent, the type of talent that earned Newcastle tags like ‘the 
sleeping giant’ before its entry into the national league and ‘the home 
of soccer’ after it had gained entry. ; 

David Lowe was the medium for putting Newcastle back on that 
particular pedestal. Inthe tradition of past greats, of whom Reg Date, 
Ray Baartz and Col Curran are only a small sample, David Lowe was 
to show a talent that could not be ignored. His two goals. the only two 
of the game, in his debut against Marconi in series five on Saturday. 
13th March, signalled the start of a career that has already assumed 
considerable proportions. He bowed out of the season by accepting 
a P.S.L. award of the Young Player of the Year in a speech that was 
just as impressive as his debut or his Golden Goal scored on July 


24th. 


THE UNITED SQUAD : 

The names of two imports were conspicuously absent fromthe 
United team sheets during 1982. lan Buckley and Bob Mountford 
were both sidelined with long-term injuries. Ken Kaiser had a 


.problem that even the advent of David Lowe did not solve. He was 


short of strikers.” . 

He chose Malcotm, McClelland to fill the gap and that may have 
been a mistake. He showed little appetite for the role and the figures 
indicate that he was not 4.success in the position. Even so, David 
Lowe's successful debut against Marconi was not the springboard 
for success either. The next two-pointer didn’t come up until the last 
match in the first round, series fifteen. 


MESSIANIC MIDFIELDERS 

lf David Lowe failed to send Newcastle up the table the same 
could be said of Garie Dooley who appeared about the same time. He 
seemed to add something to the team initially but eventually faded 
and departed. ; 

Coach Ken Kaiser had started the season with: Dando, Curran, 
Tredinnick, Sneddon, Drinkwater, Mason, Smyth, McGregor, 
Gemmell, McClelland and Jones. After the first series defeat by 
Olympic at the |.S.C., Roy Drinkwater was injured in training and the 
resultant knee operation kept him out of the side until series fifteen, 
the game against Canberra. Craig Mason moved to sweeper and Joe 
Senkalski was brought into the midfield. Later, Smyth went back to 
sweeper and Mason returned to the midfield (among countless other 
shuffles and reshuffles). ; 

Jim Hamilton arrived to play against Canberra Arrows at Bruce 
Stadium and Newcastle took both points to give ita tally of eight from 
fifteen games. But before you jump to conclusions it might be worth 
remembering that Roy Drinkwater was back on deck for that match. 

There was a 2-2 draw with Heidelberg the following week and 
then Stuart Robertson made his debut for United. He helped 
Newcastle topple early front-runners, Sydney Olympic in their best 
win of the season - 4-1. Things were looking up! Craig Johnston 
turned out for K.B. the following weekand inspired them to a 2-Owin 
over Adelaide City. It looked to be all downhill from this point. 

in fact it wasn’t. The next match saw United beaten 0-3 by St. 
George at Barton Park. Then there were a couple of wins - 3-1 against 
Brisbane Lions with Craig Johnston getting a hat trick and 2-1 
against Preston Makedonia (without Johnston). Then came the most 
depressing result of all, a defeat at home to Wollongong Wolves. 
That was Craig Johnston's last appearance In his 1 982 stint for KB. 

Craig returned to Anfield at a time when United had taken 11 
points from 8 games. That figure includes the win series fifteen. If 
you disregard the matches in which Craig actually played the club 
took 7 points from a possible of 8 over the period:- Canberra 2, 
Heidelberg 1, Olympic 2, Preston 2. Without wishing to denigrate 
Craig. whose ability and attitude are undeniably top class, one has to 
point out that his arrival would have done wonders back in the first 
round when there was no Jim Hamilton and no Stuart Robertson. 

At this stage. Ken Kaiser was suffering from an embarrassment 
of riches. : 

There was some discontent among the players sidelined by the 
arrival of the three players from Britain. Craig Mason, Joe Senkalski 
and David Jones were three who were pushed aside but Joe. 
perhaps, got the opportunity to speak for them and was 
subsequently punished. 

To be fair, Craig's arrival did wonders for the gate. His name was 
instrumental in drawing United’s first 10,000 plus crowd in ages and 
he obliged by scoring a hat trick against Brisbane Lions to send 


everybody home bzz-bzz happy. 
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STILL ROCK BOTTOM 

As often happens when two sides are locked together at the 
bottom of the table, the moment one makes a spurt the other one 
does likewise. In 1982 Brisbane City stayed in the doldrums through 
the first round but lifted its game just as United did from the‘start of 
the second. 

On July 24th, when United had all but beaten Sydney City and 
ended up with only a point their tally was 18 but so was Brisbane 
City’s and they were still locked together in the dungeons. Incredible 
as it may seem, only a point separated them for most of the first round 
and, after a tremendous United revival, here they were on equal 
terms! 


TURNING POINT 

Although the draw with the Slickers was frustrating because 
Newcastle had led 2-0 at half time, that match was the real turning 
point in United's fortunes. By this time the names Smyth, Dooley. 
McGregor and Thompson were only memories. Craig Johnston had 
left io Anfield and Col Curran had been dropped. Butthereby hangs 
a tale. 

A manager needs tremendous courage to drop a player who has 
achieved so much in the code, who is still kicking the ball sweetly, 
who has been honoured by his club and who is everybody's favourite. 
But, with the return game against the Slickers coming up. Ken 
remembered how Willie Murray had tormented Col in series nine and 
opted for the speed of Neal Endacott. By a stroke of the utmost irony, 
Willie Murray failed to make the trip to Newcastle. Bad luck for Col: 
good luck for Neal. As it was, Neal faced the formidable David 
Mitchell and acquitted himself so well that he made the right back 
position his own. For once Nea! hadn't sustained an injury as he had 
in each of his previous one-match appearances. That was his second 
stroke of luck in about four seasons. 


ANOTHER YOUNG STAR 

Nigel Drysdale made his debut in series twenty-five against West 
Adelaide. He did well enough there to retain his striker position for 
the next match, United v APIA at the |.S.C. He scored the lone goal of 
the game, the first of four he was to get in five matches. Nigel 
provided the ideal foil for David Lowe. He seemed always to be on 
hand when David got into a scoring position and he put away his 
chances with remarkable maturity. What an unlikely pair, though! 
They both look as if they might need a pogo stick to get up for a 
header. 

At last the forward line was settled. David Jones was back as 
workhorse and forager. The side from now on looked this way:- 
DANDO or GOSLING, Endacott, Tredinnick, SNEDDON OR MAYER 
{one game), Drinkwater, Senkalski, HAMILTON or KERBY. 
ROBERTSON or MASON, Drysdale, Lowe, Jones, Stamp (sub). 

The performance of the squad over the last six matches was what 
really carried United away from the bottom of the table. It would have 
been even better if the wheels had not fallen off in the last 20 minutes 
of the Marconi game. In those last six matches they scored 10 goals 
and conceded 7. They picked up 9 points from a possible of 12. 

It probably doesn’t make much sense to say that the selection of 
Neal and Nigel was the cruciai/ factor in the United resurgence but 
Ken Kaiser may well have that thought in mind when he selects his 
first squad for 1983. 


YOUTH IN RESERVE 
Both Ralph Maier and Bernard Kerby filled in well when the call 


came in that last fifth of the season. Since then, Ralph, like David 
Lowe, has had the experience of representing his country at Youth 
level in Mexico and New Guinea. Ralph has been used at the right 
back position rather than in midfield but he might well be the manto 
take over fromJohn Sneddonas acentral defender. He’s done it once 
already and there is every reason to expect that he could do it even 
better next time round. 

Bernard Kerby is a dead-set midfielder and it might be too. much 
to expect him to prevail against the talent that is likely to be vying fora 
midfield position in 1983. Mason, McClelland, Cowburn (Yes, he is 
making a comeback) probably Jones if Bob Mountford plays striker, 
perhaps even Brett Gemmell or Joe Senkalski - all could be rivals for 
the three spots available. 


CAPTAINCY 

Roy Drinkwater had his critics but nobody could ever accuse him 
of lack of leadership. During his time off with injury, that leadership 
was sorely missed. Now, there is no saying that either of the imports 
from Britain will have the qualitied necessary to lead the side. They 
have experience but experience is not synonymous with leadership. 

One of the blunders of the 1982 season was failing to recognise 
the leadership qualities of Craig Mason. When Roy was injured he 
was the man. He had the charisma. An aggressive, combative 
personality with the confidence of Graeme Souness, Craig would 
have had the loyalty and support of the players about him. Then we 
would not have had to watch 60 metre balls falling to earth in the 
United penalty area as they did in the first round. Instead they would 
have been landing ona United player's forehead or at least the player 
would have been in contention. Craig may yet be the only possible 
choice for captain in 1983. 


GATES 

For most of the season the turnstiles clicked at about the rate you 
would expect when a team is doing badly. The presence of Craig 
Johnston proved a sovereign remedy for this ill but itwasn't a lasting 
cure. Less than a month after he had returned to Liverpool, 
Newcastle played that match against Sydney City in front of 2.664 
paying customers. The fickle public or poor promotion? Perhaps a 
little of both but the real factor was United’s poor performances in its 
early games. 

; Soccer fans (or fans in general for that matter) pay to watch 
winners. They'll pay to watch their favourite, whether it's a player ora 
club or a code, only while they are coming out on top. They are happy 
to watch losers only when it’s the opposition. 


FINANCES 

Like all clubs suffering from a credit squeeze (and that’s most 
these days) United is faced with a dilemma. The Directors know that 
they have to produce most of their own stars because they haven't 
the money to buy them. 

Even should the club be lucky enough to produce them in large 
numbers, the Directors have to strike a balance between selling off 
enough to stay solvent and keeping enough to win points. 

It isn't the type of predicament that brings much joy. 

Around the world there are few clubs that have been able to 
churn out enough talent to make such a policy workable. United's 
Youth Development Scheme has scarcely got off the ground. The 
pool of talent is undoubtedly there. Let’s hope it will be Newcastle 
and not clubs like St. George and Marconi that exploit it.

HEAVY LOSS OF LIFE 

Early in 1919, the N.D.B.F.A. issued a comprehensive list of 
players who had fallen in battle. Over 500 names were printed in the 
Annual Report. Some of the high ranking players included: 
Adam Ramage, Dave Clarke, Bill Stein. Frank Jones, Jim Winters, W. 
Steveston, T. Parkes, G. Pollard, J. Searle, W.C. Sneddon, J. Bilbie R. 
Convery, D. Gibb, W. Gallender and R. Crocker. Capt. E. Manifield 
won the Military Cross while the Military Medal went to L.C.P. 
Coppick (and bar), W. Wyner, W. Eagles. Arch Fobes and L. Parkes. 
Another great loss was Jim Hands, a former Northern President. 

West Wallsender, Pte. J. Bilbie was awarded a Certificate of 
Merit by His Majesty King George V for bravery in saving a person 
from drowning in the River Thames. 

Another leading West Wallsend player, Ned Brennan lost a leg 
after being injured in action. 
NEW FORMAT FOR SOCCER 

At the Annual Meeting, Secretary Larry Tamlyn explained the 
blueprint for Northern Soccer. After its success in 1918, he 
advocated a continuance. 

His plan could be briefly stated as: 
(1} Premiership Series - main match at central ground. 
(2) Semi-Final and Final at end of series for Ellis Cup. 
(3) Kerr Cup - symbol of knock-out Championship, open to Sydney 

teams. 


(4} Interdistrict games - Newcastle - South Maitland and Sydney 


with possible addition of South Coast). 

(5) Encouragement. in Gardiner Cup ties and use of northern 
\, grounds for this series. 

“In the premiership, the final point score was - West Wallsend 14, 
Adamstown 11, Hamilton 6, Minmi 5, Holmesville 5. South Maitland 
conducted separate senior competition. 

The draw for the Ellis Cup semi-finals, limited to 3 teams, 
resulted in Adamstown v Hamilton, West Wallsend bye. In a surprise 
result, Hamilton beat Adamstown by 3 to 1 but the following 
weekend bowed out to West Wallsend by 4 to 1. Best player in the 
Final was “Joker” Seddon of Hamilton. 

The Kerr Cup provided excellent soccer with West Wallsend and 
Balmain Fernleigh playing a scoreless draw. Over 4000 saw the 
replay when West Wallsend proved their superiority by 3 to 0 - a hat- 
trick to Tommy Coates. 

It was during this season that the Bluebells fielded the left 
combination of Tommy Sinclair - Dai McLaughlan - a couplet which 
lasted for many years to thrill the crowd with their perfect under- 
standing and finesse. 

In the Gardiner Cup, entries were from Hamilton, Cessnock, 
Weston, Adamstown, Minmi Rangers and Holmesville and West 
Wallsend. Three clubs - West Wallsend, Weston and Minmi Rangers 
qualified for the semi-finals. Balmain Fernleigh proved too powerful 
for Minmi Rangers by 3 to O. After a scoreless draw, West Wallsend 
beat Weston.in the replay by 3 to 0. Hero of that win was Billy Smith 
with 2 superb goals when the result was in the balance.

THE INFLUENZA MATCH

J. Endean (Neath) filled the vacancies (on one day transfers).

1920 A YEAR OF REVIEW 


An intensive survey by the Management Committee during the

The news from the F.A. in London that a strong combination 
would undertake a missionary tour of the Commonwealth had a 


profound effect in all soccer areas - especially in 
Newcastie/Maitlandhere there were thousands of former British 
residents. 


This dwarfed all other football news and plans were ready to 
make a big success of this colossal task. Here it might well be 
mentioned that of many who supported the idea, none worked 
harder than Larry Tamlyn (Newcastle) and Tom Crawford (Cessnock) 
and George Winship (Kurri Kurri).

The Management Committee acted with commendable speed 
and business acumen to secure a new enclosed ground at Hobart 
Park, New Lambton. A liquor licence allowed the construction of an 
excellent grandstand. The ground was officially opened by the Mayor 
of New Lambton, Ald.

RUMBLINGS OF DISCONTENT 

During the latter half of the season, Clubs became dissatisfied at 
the division of gates - both in the league and cup. fixtures. Again 
Coalfields clubs objected to the clause which forced them to donate 
a “home game” to the match-of-the-day on Hobart Park. 

Even more hard were the conditions for Gardiner Cup ties - the 
net revenue went to the association, which showed little in return. To 
air their grievances, an illegal conference was held at Weston when 
representatives of Aberdare, Adamstown, Cessnock, Kurri Kurri, 
Newcastle and Weston met under the Chairmanship of Mr. Dai Rees 
of Kurri. This group elected Mr. Bill Beaney as Secretary of a 
movement which was called “State League”. A month later, Mr. 
Beaney attended a similar conference in Sydney. 

Bar-B-O Chickens The State Association in Sydney were notified of this new idea

During the season, quite a large crop of potential stars rose in 
the club ranks. Among these were - “Digger” Evans, T. Hill, Ben 
McLaren, Nip Connelly.

1927 


The 1927 season will always go down in Soccer History as the 
“Year of the big breakaway”. The central figures in the dispute were 
N.S.W. Officials, Sid Storey and Bill Beaney, Secretary of Weston 
1921-1927. 

At the beginning, it was said by a Sydney journalist (Alec Boyd) 
that Storey had “might” on his side but Beaney had “right”. 

When the storm began to gather momentum, the N.S.W. 
Execulive appointed two sub-committees to investigate the position: 

(a) to report against formation of a State League. 

(b) to report in favour of a State League. 

_ When these reports were presented later in the season, they 
gained very little but revealed that the “Loyalists” (as termed by the 
Sydney press) were willing to fight the issue to the bitter end. So were 
the rebels on the Coalfields. A “Shadow Cabinet” was formed by the 
rebels - President Tom Crawford (Cessnock), Secretary Bill Beaney 
and G. Winship (Kurri), J. Lowe (Aberdare), J. Mather (Weston). This 
group were given the green light to proceed, although 1927 was not 
yet over. Bill Beaney was seconded from his employment and sentto 
Sydney and Woonona to lecture clubs and players on the aims of the 
ae League. This expense was willingly met by the four Coalfield 

ubs. 

Now let us turn to the playing fields. Ten teams entered the 
senior grade - 4 from the Coalfields and 6 from the lower area. The 
total number of Clubs operating in all grades increased to 135. 

The senior points table ended as: Cessnock 31 pts, West 
Wallsend 29, Aberdare 24, Adamstown 21, Kurri 19, Holmesville 
16, Weston 14, New Lambton 14,-Wallsend 12, Newcastle O. 

The semi-finals were popular drawcards. After a 2 all draw, 
Adamstown beat Aberdare by 3 to 2 in extra time in what developed 
into a spiteful game in which a player from each side was ordered oft 
by Referee Sibléy 

In the second semi-final, Cessnock showed copybook football to 
outwit West Wallsend by 3 to 1. 

A visiting English sporting journalist, Mr. N.J. Sherwood, wrote 
of this game “Cessnock |s a well balanced combination quite the 
equal of many English and Scottish second division teams. | consider 
Harden, Park, McNaughton, Lennard and Hodge the equal of many 
overseas professionals”

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Raymond Terrace Captain-Coach Kevin Lagerstrom wins a heading 
duel with his Toronto-Awaba opponent. An incident from the Grand 
Final at Macquarie Field which Toronto won 4-2 in extra time. 
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The final between Cessnock and Adamstown attracted a 5,000 
crowd to Hobart Park. Again the quality of the Cessnock eleven gave 
ita 2 to O win. One Adamstown player was ordered off for punching. 

In the kerr Cup semi-finals, West Wallsend beat New Lambton by 
2 to 1 while Cessnock beat its neighbours, Kurri, by 4 to 1. The final 
Seas West Wallsend and Cessnock remained unsolved ina 3 all 

raw. 

The Reserve Grade competition was given greater status and 
standard was lifted considerably. The four semi-finalists were: Kurri 
(Premiers), Wallsend, Cardiff and Pelaw Main. Wallsend beat Pelaw 
Main by 4 to 1 while Kurri eliminated Cardiff by 3 to 1. In the final at 
Pelaw Main, a crowd of 1200 saw Kurri win the Harvey and 
Middleton Cups by beating Wallsend by 3 to 1. 

There were ten Northern entries for the Gardiner Cup. Most 
Newcastle teams were eliminated by their local opponents as the 
draw had been planned and not drawn from the hat as in former 
years. Only Cessnock entered the semi-final and were beaten by 
Gladesville-Ryde at Weston by 2 to 1. The crowd was an all time 
record for the Homestead. 

However, when West Wallsend trounced Kurri at Hobart Park in 
the first round, Kurri’s international forward “Dutchy” Phillips broke 
his leg. This incident will have greater reference later in the fightfora 
State wide League. 


NORTH CLASH WITH CHINA 


_ In the representative sphere, Newcastle received visits from the 
China and Bohemia (Czechoslavakian Club) during the season. 

In the Newcastle v Bohemia. the visitors won by 4 to 3 but the 

Soa er avenged the defeat in the return match to win by 
LOZ:

As soon as the curtain fell on the playing area, there arose a 
battle royal between the rival factions, “Loyalists” versus State 
Leaguers”. There was much whispering when the N.D.B.F.A. 
reported a loss of £140 on the season workings on a turn-over of 
ee back to the Phillips incident. The receipts of this cup tie 
went to the State Association, which refused to compensate the 
injured player despite continual protests from all Northern Clubs. 
Kurri Kurri’s Secretary, George Winship, however, staged a benefit 
match for Phillips and over £150 was given to Phillips, whose 
football career was practically at an end. West Wallsend club helped 
considerably and players gave their services free in the benefit 
match. Later other clubs made donations to Phillips. This incident 
helped to fire more discontent. 


1928 BREAKAWAY FORMED 
The year 1928 saw open warfare in the state as far as soccer was 
ned. ; 
sia ete organising by rebel Secretary Bill Beaney had 
strengthened his claim for reform. This plan included: 
(1) clubs must own or control a revenue producing ground 
(2) home team retains its own gate receipts 
(3) in cup semi-finals and finals, competing teams and the League 
take one third each after expenses are paid ; 
(4) in all other cup ties - competing teams share the net gate receipts 
(5) first club out of the hat in cup ties be the home club 
(6) two interdivision representative matches, the revenue of which 
would bolster the League’s finances. 
These were the main points. : 
The inaugural meeting of the State League was held in

Id make a final decision in 10 days time. 
daar the delegates meeting of the N.D.B.F.A. held a week later, Mr. 
T. Crawford (President) and W. Stevens (Treasurer) of the new body 
were asked to resign. This they refused to do and with the vote at 5 all, 
the casting vote of the Chairman (Mr. J.H. Bloomfield) suspended the 
an week later, at a vital meeting, these suspensions were 
endorsed by 23 to 10 on the motion of Hodge (W. Wallsend) and 
Ferguson (New Lambton). There were appeals by Coalfield speakers 
Gibson, Lower (Aberdare), Winship and Grant (Kurri), Mather 
(Weston), to avoid a split and allow a democratic vote by each club 
determine its future. This fed to a further motion that “all clubs 
joining the State League be suspended”. This was carried by 23 to 9 
and all the Coalfield delegates left the meeting for all time. 

A month later, Sydney Storey (NSW Association) addressed the 
remaining club delegates, and promised a one round State wide 
premiership in opposition to the State League. Mr. Storey’s final 
remark was “We will beat the opposition with their own scheme”. 

But events proved that in all centres the paying public supported 
the State League. Adamstown threw the responsibility on their 
players, who voted 3 to 2 to remain loyal (10 players did not vote). 
West Wallsend were unanimous to remain with the N.S.W.S.A. 

Here the position of Wallsend needs clarification. For the past 
six years, Wallsend were given a raw deal by the fixture committee. 
Preference in the match-of-the-day was given mainly to West 
Wallsend and Adamstown. Wallsend’s position became more 
aggravated when the central ground was moved from the Tramway 
to Hobart Park, which hitherto had been regarded as Wallsend’s 
territory. To weaken the Wallsend State League Club, an opposition 
club was formed with Federal Park as headquarters. It was a head-on 
clash. In the first round, there was a clash of home fixtures. 

In the State League, Wallsend met Kurri with a gate of £119 - 
Loyalist Wallsend entertained Balgownie - gate of £19. This gave the 
N.S.W.S.A. a loss on its first adventure and this was typical. But its 
decline accelerated at such a rate that many of its proposed games 
were never played. In fact, the N.S.W.S.A. used up a major portion of 
its bank balance to stage its state semi-finals and final - then 
ees other side of the coin, gates at State League matchs 
reached record proportions especially on the Coalfields where Kurri 
and Cessnock touched the £2,000 for home games. 

The saddest spot in this wrangle was the death of the famous 
Gardiner Cup series. With the loss of the main drawcards, It 
deteriorated into a second grade affair. Six Northern teams entered 
and West Wallsend entered the semi-final to bow out to Thirroul who 
won the Cup - the first and only South Coast club to do so. 

The N.D.B.F.A. final went to New Lambton to beat Adamstown by

a Sth one round inter-city section, which collapsed early owing 
to poor gates, saw Balgownie, New Lambton, Adamstown and West 


Wallsend enter the semi-finals. 
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In this series, Balgownie beat Adamstown by 3 to O while New 
Lambton outed West Wallsend by 4 to 2. The famous “Podge” 
Maunders led New Lambton against his old club. 

The final at Hobart Park on 1st October, saw New Lambton and 
Balgownie play a 2 all draw..In the replay on a Southern ground, 
Balgownie won by 3 to 0. In this final the crowd saw “Podge” 
Maunders and the famous Judy Masters in-opposition. A young 
player of note was 17 years old, Bill Coolahan of West Wallsend, the 
“find of the season” as far as the Loyalists camp was concerned. 

Now to the progress of the State League. In apremiership series 
of 20 games, the final points table were - Cessnock 32 pts, 
Gladesville R. 28, Aberdare 25, Kurri Kurri 21, Woonona 20, Weston 
19, Metters 17, Wallsend 16, Granville 16, St. George 15, 
Annandale L. 11. 

As it was a straight out premiership, Cessnock took the first flag 
to the Coalfields. 


STATE CUP 


The State Cup was.inaugurated. The owner of the Chelmesford 
Hotel, Kurri, Mr. Jim Pringle donated an attractive trophy. 

The Cup had a great boost when the ultimate winners, Aberdare 
and Kurri staged a marathon 5 game tussle before Aberdare 
qualified to meet Weston in the final. The scores in these semi-finals 
were (0 all), (2 afl), (7 af), (1 all), (1 to 0} in Aberdare’s favour - just8 
hours 10 minutes of cup tie soccer. 

Aberdare defeated Weston in the final at Cessnock by 2 to 0. 

The State Leaguers made another breakthrough when they 
persuaded Queensland to receive a strong New South Wales team, 
despite warnings from the Australian Soccer Association which was 
anti-State League. 

Before the season ended, Corrimal on the South Coast resigned 
from the Loyalist group and played friendlies against the club with 
the “bye” in the State League. 


NEW JUNIOR BODY FORMED 


In the North, a new junior association sprang up to provide early 
games for the big games. Inaugural officials were: President Mr. J. 
Errington, Treasurer Mr. T. Percy, Secretary Mr. H. Williams (Cardiff). 
Before the season ended, a greater majority of the 150 junior teams 
were transferred to their books. On the Coalfields there was a 
complete swing over to State League control. 

Aberdare’s Cup winning team was: H. McKissock, T. Hill, A. 
Henwood, T. Shakespeare, J.B. Evans, W. Sterrit, N. Brennan. J. 
McKay, B. McLaren, A. Thomson, J. Drinkwater. The club's top scorer 
- Ben McLaren - a former Scottish 2nd Division player, developed 
into a real personality player. 

The two interdistrict games were staged to help finance the 
League. The first game was at Gladesville where South won by 6 to 3. 
The North X! were: H. McKissock (Aberdare), E. Hodge (Cessnock), J. 
Beddow (Kurri), H. Otto (Cessnock), C. Coutts (Kurri), C. Thomson 
(Weston), C. James (Kurri), P. Vials (Wallsend), A. Walker (Wallsend) 
J. Mannion (Weston}, Jack Wilkinson (Cessnock). 

In the return game at Weston, South won again by 2 to 1. The

1929 


Membership of the State League was increased from 11 to 14. 
At a ballot for election to the three vacancies, Adamstown, Corrimal 
and Canterbury won the coveted honour. The election of Corrimal 
was assured as it gave the League a weekly match on the South 
Coast. Adamstown brought the second club to Newcastle. The big 
disappointment was the failure of New Lambton to secure the 14th 
position: Its success looked certain, but atthe 11th hour, 2 northern 
votes went astray and Canterbury won election by 2 votes. Perhaps 
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that vote sealed the fate of Hobart Park, for, if elected, New Lambton 
had the backing to keep it going with the support of Adamstown. 

A terrific struggle for premiership honours developed on the 
Coalfields between the premiers elect, Cessnock and Kurri Kurri. 
After 26 games, these teams were locked together on 41 points. The 
League decided that goal averages would decide the issue. 

Cessnock’s figures of 111 for and 42 against, were just superior 
to that of Kurri’s 125-51. Many clamoured for a final, which if staged. 
would have created a crowd record for all time. This was a blow to 
Kurri, who had never won a major soccer title. The Tricolour Club 
never recovered and as a soccer centre it gradually faded out. This 
was a pity as the club had developed a new ground, Gould Park, near 
North Kurri Railway Station. The club had a 99 year lease there. 

Cessnock had a very successful season as it completed the 
double by beating Wallsend in the State Cup final by 5to 2. The poor 
attendance was a clear indication that the paying public did sensor 
the State League for its premiership system - which, although 
successful on the Homeland, was a rank failure here. 

At this stage soccer had become the major sport in the North but 
lack of vision by the controllers let slip their golden Opportunity to 
consolidate the codes position. 

The formation of a Rugby League Club at Cessnock was soon an 
established fact and by businesslike methods by a progressive 
committee, the handling code took over. 

Another blow to soccer was the approaching depression which 
caused a big exodus of star players from the Coalfields. From the 
junior angle, general reorganisation saw further development. The 
Reserve Grade was renamed Northern League and attracted many 
strong soccer centres.

This total of 127 teams does not include a further 51 which 
continued under the Loyalist organisation in the Newcastle area. Itis 
noted that the famous West Wallsend club did not field a senior 
team. Weston secured H. Muir. S. Woods, while C. Coutts, F. 
Coolahan, W. Coolahan and D. McLaughlan signed for Adamstown: 
C. James, H. Maunders and W. Maunders went to Kurri while L. 
Brown and E. Richardson did service at Wallsend. 

Cessnock’s cup winning eleven was comprised of: R. Austen, E. 
Hodge, C. Thompson, H. Otto, J. Taylor, J. Harden, C. Williams, P. 
Lennard, N. Price, F. Johns, Jack Wilkinson. 

Although it was now crystal clear that the top strata of soccer 
was managed by the State League, the junior sections in both 
Newcastle and Maitland were developed along the same lines by two 
separate bodies. 

The Northern State League Clubs gave support to these 
organisations as the Robinson Cup (Newcastle) and Stevenson Cup 
(S. Maitland) were conducted to raise funds for the juniors. 


1930 


The clouds of the depression fell heavily on all sport but more so 
on soccer, which conducted a State wide premiership. Heavy inter- 
city travelling expenses and demands by players for higher playing 
fees were trying factors in a trying time. 

Everyone knew that all senior soccer had become a quasi- 
professional sport. Clubs often overstretched their budgets by over- 
attractive offers to leading players, many of whom had been forced 
into the ranks of the unemployed. 

lt was with great tact and tolerance that the 1930 season went 
its full journey. Especially as 60% of the lower clubs were in financial 
difficulties. 

Adamstown outlived a strong challenge from Gladesville-Ryde 
to annex the title. The final points table was: Adamstown 40, 
Gladesville-Ryde 39, Cessnock 36, Wallsend 35, Leichhardt A 34. 
Woonona 29, Weston 29, Aberdare 27, Metters 24, Kurti 24. 
Granville 19, Corrimal 17, Canterbury 6, St. George 3. 
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Like Cessnock, in the previous season, Adamstown rose to 
supreme heights to complete the “double” by defeating Cessnock by 
2 to O in the cup final. On its way, Adamstown had a torrid task as it 
beat Weston (3 to 2) Wallsend (1 to 0) and Metters in the semi-final 
by 2 to 0.

1931 

The trade depression continued and the State League were 
forced to conserve finance. It was forced to abandon its statewide 
league and in its place it substituted a two-division league of 10 
teams in both South and North. 

This made two vacancies in each division so in the South, two 
South Coast teams> Balgownie and Thirroul were elected. In the 
North, the Newcastle premiers, Speers Point and the old established 
West Wallsend secured promotion. 

The leaders in each division met in a state final. 

In the North the final figures were: Weston 23, West Wallsend 
18, Cessnock 17, Adamstown 17, Kurri 13, Wallsend 10, Aberdare 
8, Speers Point 4. 

In the South: Annandale L 25, St. George 23, Woonona 22, 
Metters 21, Corrimal 19, Granville 18, Gladesville R 18. Balgownie 
17, Thirroul 10, Canterbury 7. 

In the final at Jubilee Oval, Glebe, Weston won its first State 
Premiership by beating Annandale by 4 to 2. 

Showing all its cup tie dexterity West Wallsend won the State 
Cup. Former players rallied to the club's colours and the “Blues” beat 
Woonona by 3 to 0. 

The cup series left one black mark. Cessnock Club refused to 
take the field in the semi-final against West Wallsend. Besides the 
loss of a big gate, Cessnock’s sporting prestige took a sharp dive. 

In the other semi-final, Woonona beat Wallsend by 3 to 1 aftera 
3 all draw. Despite the exodus of many stars to Sydney. North still 
held the reins - as 5 of the last 8 clubs in the cup draw were fromthe 
North. Also Weston took the league flag and West Wallsend thecup. 
In the interdistrict match, played in Sydney on Anzac Day. a strong 
North Xl beat South by 6 to 2. The winning eleven were:

1932 - 1933 

1932 and 1933 seasons continued on the two-division basis. 

Economy had to be practised by both the administration and 
club officials. From the Northern angle, the transfer of Artie Quill 
from Annandale to Wallsend was a master stroke for he became the 
idol of the crowd for many years. 

During his long association with the Crystal Palace crowd, his 
goal scoring deeds were well written in soccer records. Quill was an 
artist, who depended upon speed and skill for his rewards. Never 
once was he cautioned for questionable tactics. ; 

With Quill at the helm, Wallsend ran away with the Northern title 
and beat the Southern premiers, Concord, by 9to 1 inareplayaftera 
2 all draw. 

In the 1933 premiership race, Wallsend pipped West Wallsend 
by a single point. : 

In the 1932 State Cup. Weston rang up new records by crashing 
Adamstown by 8 to 1. This match has some historical 1mportance as 
the Weston Club brought the last special train to Wallsend - along 
the old coal rail track - “The Geordies Special”. Aub Teece hit a hat 
trick in what proved a one-sided clash. oe ; 

The 1933 season saw the cup go south for the first time since its 
inception in 1928 - but not until after a grand tussle. 

In the first clash at Wallsend, the scores stood at 3 all. Just as the 
final whistle sounded, P. Lennard hooked the ball past goalie, 
Harper. Many spectators were surprised when they read in the 
Sunday press that the goal had been disallowed. In the reply in 
Sydney, bad luck dogged the Coalfielders for one of their inter- 
national defenders was ordered off. At that juncture, Cessnock led by 
3 to 2 but the St. George forward rallied to score 2 further goals. 
Later, it was explained that as skipper, the defender had asked the 
referee to explain a ruling. 
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In the Stevenson Cup final, Weston beat Aberdare by 2 to 0 while 
Wallsend won the Robinson Cup by 4 to 3.

1934 


There was general discontent among the soccer clubs and the 
club delegates decided to streamline their form of control. 

_ There was a general outcry that “club control” meant 
inefficiency. So it was decided that a Board of Directors of seven be 
formed to control soccer - to be comprised of President, Secretary, 
Treasurer, 1 District Councillor from South Maitland, Newcastle, 
Sydney and the South Coast. 

_ The finances of the control organisation were sapped by the 
failure of the New Zealand tour of 1933. 

Before the season opened, the 4 South Coast teams were 
combined into two - Woonona-Buili and Balgownie-Corrimal. The 
Speers Point club’ was dropped in favour of a recently formed 
Waratah-Mayfield. 

Things were at a low time ebb when the Directors took over in 
March. The four independent men chosen were T. Crawford (Coal- 
ee S. Grant (Newcastle), H. Reid (Sydney), J. Malloy (South 

oast). 


Mr. Bill Beaney retired as Secretary to take over the Presidency, 
Mr. S. Stone became Treasurer. 

The code’s first paid Secretary was Mr. Wal Rushton, former 
player and Wallsend official. 

A central office was opened in Sydney and an honest attempt to 
rescue the game was set in motion. 

The state wide premiership with 16 clubs (6 in Sydney, 8 in the 
North and 2 on the South Coast) was commenced. 

As the final points score will reveal, there was an equality among 
the 12 clubs which brought about greater public patronage. 
Adamstown won the flag after a thrilling race with Metters. 

Adamstown 47, Metters 46, Granville 44, Waratah-Mayfield 35, 
Weston 33, West Wallsend 32, Gladesville 30, St. George 28, Kurri 
28, Cessnock 27, Balgownie-Corrimal 26, Wallsend 24, Aberdare 
22, Annandale 15, Woonona-Bulli 11, Canterbury 8. 

Granville’s climb to prominence was due to the signing of 
Wallsend’s half-back trio, Wilf Forrester, “Scot” Edggton and Jim 
Osborne. 

In the State Cup, Northern clubs did well and claimed 3 of the 4 
semi-final places, viz. Weston, Adamstown, West Wallsend and 
Granville. 

._. Weston’s re-organised eleven which now included T. Harris, Jim 
Dummy” Williams, Aub Teece and Aub Perris - a trio of local 
products. 

In the cup semi-final, Weston crushed Granville by 4 to O while 
ae eliminated West Wallsend in a replay by 7 to 3 after a 1 
all draw. 

In the final, Weston outplayed Adamstown by 5 to 1 after a lead

MEMORANDUM OF ASSOCIATION OF 
THE NORTHERN NEW SOUTH WALES SOCCER FEDERATION LIMITED 


1. The name of the Company is “THE NORTHERN NEW SOUTH 
WALES SOCCER FEDERATION LIMITED” (hereinafter called 
“the Federation’). 


2. The objects for which the Federation is established are:- 


(a) To take over the funds and other assets and liabilities and 
to effectuate and carry into execution the rights and obliga- 
tions of the Unincorporated Association known as “THE 
NORTHERN NEW SOUTH WALES SOCCER FOOTBALL 
FEDERATION”. 


To promote the game of Association Football (herein called 
“Soccer) throughout the Territory as defined from time to 
time by the proper Soccer authority for the Commonwealth 
of Australia in every way which seems proper to the Feder- 
ation or the Board of Directors of the Federation. 
To secure establish and from time to time maintain affilia- 
tion with the Australian Soccer Federation or other body 
recognised from time to time as the National Soccer 
Authority in Australia by Federation International de Foot- 
ball Association (herein called F.I.F.A.) 
To promote, provide for, regulate and manage in all or in

ARTICLES OF ASSOCIATION 
OF 
THE NORTHERN NEW SOUTH WALES

1. (a) In these Articles unless there be something in the subject 
or context inconsistent therewith the following words and 
expressions shall have the several meanings hereby 
assigned to them, that is to say:

Should any of the elected Directors 
receive the same number of votes in the primary ballot and 
compromise the above arrangement, these Directors, at the 
first meeting of the Board shall draw by lots to determine a 
two (2) or a three (3) year term. At the 1983 Annual General 
Meeting of the Federation the three (3) elected Directors shall 
serve a three (3) year term of office. 

Thereafter Directors are to be elected in succeeding years on 
a2, 2,3 basis at each subsequent Annual General Meeting of 
the Federation in any three (3) year period. 


CASUAL VACANCIES 


The Directors shall have power at any time and from time to 
time, to appoint any person or persons to be a Director to fill 
any casual vacancy or vacancies which may occur in the 
Board of Directors, and the person or persons appointed shall 
hold office during such time only as the Director or Directors 
should have held office if he or they had completed their full 
term. 


ADDITIONAL DIRECTORS 


The Directors shall have power at any time and from time to 
time, to appoint any person to be a Director, as an addition to 
the existing Directors, but so that the total number of Direct- 
ors shall not at any time exceed the number fixed in accord- 
ance with these Articles. Any Director so appointed shall 
retire from office at the next Annual General Meeting 
provided that he shall be eligible for re-election but shall not 
be taken into account in determining the Directors who are to 
retire by rotation at such meeting. 


VACATION OF DIRECTORS 


The office of a Member of the Board of Directors shall 

become vacant if the person:- 

(a) ceases to be a Member of the Board of Directors by virtue 
of the Act. 

(b) becomes bankrupt or make any arrangement or composi- 
tion with his creditors generally. 

(c) become prohibited from being a Member of the Directors 
by reason of any order made under the Act. 

(d) becomes of unsound mind or a person whose person or 
estate is liable to be dealt with in any way under the law 
relating to mental health. 

(e) resigns his office by notice in writing to the Federation. 
(f) is absent for more than three (3) successive meetings of 
the Directors without the permission of the Directors. 

(g) holds any office of profit with the Federation. 

(h) being the Amateur Federation Director is requested to 
retire by the Federation Directors. 

(i) is directly or indirectly interested in any contract or 
proposed contract with the Federation provided however 
that a Director shall not vacate his office by reason of his 
being a Member of any Corporation, Society or Associa- 
tion which has entered or proposes to enter into a 
Contract with the Federation if such Corporation, Society 
or Association is among the class of Companies referred 
to in the proviso to Clause 3 of the Memorandum of Asso- 
ciation of the Federation and if he shall have declared the 
nature of his interest in a manner required by the Act. 

PROVIDED ALWAYS that nothing in this Article shall affect 

the operation of Clause 3 of the Memorandum of Association 

of the Federation. 


FURTHER PROVISIONS IN RESPECT OF DIRECTORS 


The Federation may by Specia! Resolution carried at an 
Extraordinary Genera! Meeting remove any Director or all the 
Directors before the expiration of his or their period of office 
and.appoint another or other Director or Directors as the case 
may be in his or their place. The person or persons so appoint- 
ed shall hold office during such time only as the Director or 
Directors removed would have held office if he or they had not 
been so removed. 


All acts done at any Board Meeting or by any person acting as 
a Director shall notwithstanding that it shall afterwards be 
discovered that there was some defect in the appointment of 
such Director or Directors or that they or any of them were 
disqualified be as valid as if every such person had been duly 
appointed and was qualified to be a Director. 

No Registered Player, Team Official, Referee, Member of the 
Judiciary or P & D Committee, Paid Servant or any Executive 
Officers (President, Secretary, Treasurer) of the Member or 
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43. 


Associate Member Clubs, shall be qualified to become or to 

continue as a Director. 

(a) No Director shall receive any remuneration for his 
services in his capacity as a Director. 


POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE DIRECTORS 


The business and general affairs of the Federation shall be 
under the management of the Board of Directors who shall 
have full control of the property of the Federation and 
absolute authority subject to the Memorandum of Associa- 
tion regarding its disposition and in the conduct and adminis- 
tration of all the affairs and business of the Federation 
including the rights and privileges of Members in respect to 
the Federation except insofar as is otherwise expressly 
provided by these Articles. 

In particular but without derogating from the general powers 

hereinbefore conferred the Board shall have power from time 

to time: 

(a) To appoint from among its Members or from Members of 
the Federation sub-committees for any purpose whatever 
which from time to time it may think desirable and to 
delegate to any such sub-committee such powers as it 
may think fit and any such appointment or delegation from 
time to time to revoke or alter. Unless otherwise specified 
in the minute of the Directors appointing the sub- 
committee the quorum of all sub-committees shall consist 
of a majority of the Members of such sub-committee. 

(b) To make such Regulations, Rules and By-Laws not 
inconsistent with the Memorandum and Articles of 
Association of the Federation as in the opinion of the 
Board are necessary or desirable for the proper control, 
administration and management of the Federation's 
finances, affairs, interests, effects and property and of the 
Competitions, Contests, Leagues, Divisions organised 
and conducted by,.the Federation and the registration, 
transfer and conduct of Soccer Players registered with the 
Federation and for the convenience, comfort and well 
being of the Members of the Federation and to amend or 
rescind from time to time any such Regulations, Rules and 
By-Laws. 

(c) To énforce the observance of all: By-Laws, Rules or 
Regulations by suspension from enjoyment of Federation 
privileges or any of them or otherwise as the Board thinks 
fit. 

(d) To appoint any Delegate or Delegates to represent the 
Federation for any purpose with such powers as may be 
thought fit. 

(e) To engage, appoint, control, remove, discharge, suspend 
and dismiss such Managers, Secretaries, Officers, 
Solicitors, Accountants, Surveyors, Bankers, Clerks, 
Representatives, Agents and Servants or other employees 
in respect to permanent, temporary or special services as 
it may from time to time think fit and to determine the 
duties, pay salary emoluments or other remuneration. 

(f) To purchase or otherwise acquire for the Federation any 
property rights or privileges which the Federation is 
authorised to acquire at such price and generally on such 
terms and conditions as it shall think fit. 

(g) To secure the fulfilment of any contracts or engagements 
entered into by the Federation by mortgaging or charging 
all or any of the property of the Federation as may be 
thought fit. 

(h) To institute, conduct, defend, compound or abandon any 
legal proceedings by or against the Federation or its 
Officers or otherwise concerning the affairs of the Federa- 
tion and also to compound or allot time for payment and 
satisfaction of any debts due to and any claims or 
demands by or against the Federation and to refer any 
claims or demands by or against the Federation to Arbitra- 
tion and to observe and perform the aware. 

(i) To determine who shall be entitled to sign or endorse on 
the Federation’s behalf contracts, receipts, acceptances, 
cheques, bills of exchange, promissory notes and other 
documents and instruments. 

(j) To invest and deal with any of the moneys of the Federa- 

tion not immediately required for the purposes of the 

Federation upon such securities and in such manner as 

the Board may think fit and from time to time to vary or 

realise such investments. 

From time to time at its discretion to borrow or secure the 

payment of any sum or sums of money for the purposes of 

the Federation and to raise or secure the payment of such 
sum or sums in such manner and upon such terms and 
conditions in all respects as it shall think fit and in particu- 
lar by the issue of debentures or debenture stock 
perpetual or otherwise and either charged upon all or any 
of the Federation's property both present and future or not 
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so charged or by any mortgage, charge or other security 
upon or over all or any part of the Federation's property 
both present and future. Any debentures or other securi- 
ties may be issued with any special rights and privileges 
which the Board may think proper to confer on the 
holders. 

(I) To sell, exchange or otherwise dispose of any furniture, 
fittings, equipment, plant or other goods or chattels 
belonging to the Federation and to let any property of the 
Federation and with the sanction of a General Meeting 
of the Federation to lease, demise, exchange or sell all or 
any of the lands and buildings or other property or rights to 
which the Federation may be entitled from time to time. 

(m) To fix the maximum number of each class of Members 
who may be admitted to the Federation. 

(n) In addition to the powers. contained in Articles 16 and 19 
to fine, caution or suspend for such period as it thinks fit 
any Member or any Delegate of a Member or Associate 
Member who. shall wilfully infringe any provision of the 
Memorandum or Articles of Association or of the By- 
Laws, Rules or Regulations of the Federation or who shall 
in the opinion of the Directors be guilty either in or out of 
the Federation premises or the gounds or premises of any 
Member or Associate Member of conduct unbecoming of 
a Member or prejudicial to the interests of the Federation. 

(0) To establish upon such terms and conditions as the 
Directors think fit Advisory Committees for each League 
or Division or combination of Divisions conducted by the 
Federation to undertake such administrative or other 
duties relating to that League or Division or combination 
of Divisions as the Directors may from time to time 
determine. 


MEETINGS OF THE BOARD 


44. The Board shall meet at least once in every month for the 


transaction of business. Minutes of all resolutions or 
proceedings of the Board shall be entered in a book provided 
for the purpose. The President may at any time and the 
Secretary shall upon the request in writing of two (2) Direct- 
ors convene a meeting of the Board. 


45. The President if present shall be entitled to preside at all 


meetings of the Board; in his absence the meeting shall elect 
another. Director to be Chairman of the Meeting, the Secre- 
tary taking the Chair for the purpose only of the election but 
without the right to vote. Any person, except the Secretary, 
acting as Chairman of a meeting of the Board shall have the 
same voting powers as are provided in Article 57 of these 
powers. The reference to the Secretary in this Article shall be 
deemed not to be a reference to a person acting as the 
Honorary Secretary of the Federation. 


46. The quorum of Directors shall be four (4) Directors. If a 


quorum be not present within fifteen (15) minutes of the time 
fixed for the meeting it shall stand adjourned to the same day 
in the next week at the same time and place and if at the 
adjourned meeting a quorum is not present within fifteen (15)

minutes from the time appointed for the meeting the 
Members present shall be aquorum. The Amateur Federation 
Director shall not be counted for the purpose of determining a 
quorum. 


GENERAL MEETINGS 


The Annual General Meeting of the Federation shall be held if 
practicable in the month of December in each year at such 
time and place as may be prescribed by the Federation in 
General Meeting or in default at such time and place as may 
be determined by the Board provided always that an Annual 
General Meeting shall be held at least once in every year but 
later than three (3) months after the close of the financial year 
with the exception of the first Annual General Meeting which 
need not be held in the first calendar year of the Federation. 


The abovementioned Annual General Meeting shall be called 
the Annual General Meeting. All other general meetings shall 
be called Extraordinary General Meetings. 


An Extraordinary General Meeting may be called on any date 
by the President of the Board and shall be called by the Secre- 
tary upon receipt by him of a requisition which need not be in 
one document signed by not less than twenty per centum 
(20%) of the Members stating the business to be considered. 
The date of such meeting shall be within forty (40) days of 
receipt of such requisition. Provided that if such meeting is 
not called within fourteen (14) days of receipt of the requisi- 
tion the requisitionists or a majority of them may themselves 
call the meeting and for that purpose shall have access to the 
Register of Members and any other records necessary for the 
purpose of calling meetings of Members. 


NOTICE OF GENERAL MEETINGS 


Every notice convening a General Meeting shall specify the 
place, the day and the hour of the Meeting and such informa- 
tion concerning the business proposed to be transacted as is 
required to be given by these Articles or the Act. 


Every notice convening a General Meeting shall be given in 
the manner prescribed by Article 50 to those Members who 
are entitled to attend and vote at Generai Meetings under the 
provisions of Article 31 of these Articles. 


The period of notice with respect to Genera! Meetings shall be 

as follows:- 

(i) Fourteen (14) days in respect of Annual General Meetings 
and such Extraordinary General Meetings as are 
convened for purposes other than those requiring the 
passing of a Special Resolution. 

(ii) Twenty one (21) clear days in respect of Extraordinary 
General Meetings convened for the purpose of passing a 
Special Resolution. 


Neither the accidental omission to give notice of a Meeting to 
nor the non-receipt of a notice of a Meeting by any Member 
nor the omission to post a copy on the Notice Board shall 
invalidate the proceedings at any meeting.

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PROCEEDINGS AT GENERAL MEETINGS 


54. At any Annual or Extraordinary General Meeting called by the 
President or the Board fifty per centum (50%) of the Members 
entitled to be present under Article 21 and present in person 
shall be a quorum and at any Extraordinary General Meeting 
called on or by the requisition of Members fifty per centum 
(50%) of Members entitled to be present under Article 21 and 
present in person shall constitute a quorum. If a quorum be 
not present within fifteen (15) minutes of the time fixed for an 
Annual or Extraordinary General Meeting the Meeting, if 
convened on or by the requisition of Members, shall be 
dissolved; if convened by the President or by the authority of 
the Board it shall be adjourned to the same day in the next 
week at the same time and place and if at the adjourned 
Meeting a quorum is not present within fifteen (15) minutes 
from the time appointed for the Meeting the Member present 
shall be a quorum. 


55. The business of an Annual General Meeting shall be to 
receive and consider the report of the Board, the income and 
expenditure account, the balance sheet and the Report of the 
Auditors, to elect an Auditor or Auditors and to fix the remu- 
neration payable to such Auditor and to transact any other 
business which under these Articles is to be transacted at an 
Annual General Meeting and all business transacted at an 
Extraordinary General Meeting shall be deemed special. 


56. The President shall if present be entitled to preside at all 
meetings of the Federation but the President shall be entitled 
to appoint a Chairman for the Meeting provided that should 
the President or his nominated Chairman be absent the same 
procedure for~the appointment of a Chairman shall be 
followed as is provided in Article 45 of these Articles for the 
‘appointment of a Chairman at a Meeting of the Board. 


57. Every question submitted to a General Meeting of the Federa- 
tion or to any meeting of the Board or any sub-committee shal! 
be decided in the first instance by a show of hands and in the 
case of equality of votes the Chairman shall both ona show of 
hands and on a poll have a casting vote in addition to the vote 
to which he is entitled as a Member of the Board or any sub- 
committee and in the case of equality of votes at any Meeting 
of the Federation, the Chairman shall have a casting vote. 


58. At any General Meeting unless a poll is demanded by the 
Chairman or by at least five (5) Members present and entitled 
to vote at the Meeting a declaration by the Chairman that a 
resolution has been carried or carried by a particular majority 
or lost or not carried by a particular majority and an entry to 
that effect in the book of proceedings of the Federation shall 
be conclusive evidence of the fact without proof of the 
number or proportion of the votes recorded in favour of or 
against such resolution. 


59. If a poll is demanded as aforesaid it shall be taken in such 
~ manner and at such time and place as the Chairman of the 
Meeting directs and either at once or after an interval or 
adjournment or otherwise and the result of the poll shall be 
deemed to be the resolution of the Meeting at which the poll 
was demanded. The demand of a poll may be withdrawn. In 
case of any dispute as to the admission or rejection of a vote 
the Chairman shall determine the same and such determina- 
tion made in good faith shall be final and conclusive. 


60. The Chairman of a General Meeting may with the consent of 
the meeting adjourn the same from time to time and from 
place to place but no business shall be transacted at any 
adjourned Meeting other than the business left unfinished at 
the Meeting from which the adjournment took place. 


61. The demand for a poll shall not prevent the continuance of a 
Meeting for the transaction of any business other than the 
question on which a poll has been demanded. No poll shall be 
demanded on the election of a Chairman of a Meeting and a 
polt demanded on a question of adjournment shall be taken at 
the Meeting without adjournment. 


REGISTER OF MEMBERS 


62. The Secretary shall keep in the Federation's premises a 
Register of Members setting forth in full the name of any 
Incorporated Member or Associate Member or the full name, 
address and occupation of each Primary Delegate of each 
Member and of each Primary Delegate of each Member and of 
each Associate Member and setting out the date of the latest 
payment by each Member and Associate Member of its 
affiliation fee. 


63. The Secretary shall keep in the Federation’s premises a 
Register in which the Secretary shall enter or cause to be 
entered the names and addresses of persons who are admit- 
ted_as Life Members of the Federation. 
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MINUTES 


64. The Board shall cause minutes to be kept by the Secretary in 

books provided for that purpose:- 

(a) of all appointments of Officers made by the Federation in 
General Meeting or by the Board; 

(b) of the names of the Directors present and voting at each 
Meeting of the Board; 

(c) of the number of Members present and voting at General 
Meetings of the Federation; 

(d) of all resolutions and proceedings at all meetings either of 
the Federation or of the Board. 


65. The financial year of the Federation shall commence on the 
First day of November and end at the Jast day of October in 
each year. 


SECRETARY 


66. The Secretary shall be appointed by the Directors who shall 
determine the Secretary’s term of office, remuneration and 
other conditions of appointment. Nothing herein shall prevent 
the Directors from appointing a Director as Honorary Secre- 
tary and any Director so appointed shall be subject to the 
provisions of Clause 3 of the Memorandum of Association. 


ACCOUNTS AND AUDIT 


67. The Board shall cause correct accounts and books to be kept 
showing the financial affairs of the Federation and the 
particulars usually shown in books of account of a like nature 
and showing in particular and without limiting the generality 
hereof:- 

(a) All sums of money received and expended by the Federa- 
tion and the matters in respect of which the receipt and 
expenditure takes place; 

(b) all sales and purchases of goods by the Federation; 

(c) the assets, credits and liabilities of the Federation. 


68. The books of account shail be kept at the Federation premises 
or at such other place as the Board thinks fit and shall always 
be open to the inspection of the Directors. 

(a) The Board shall comply with the provisions of Section 162 
of the Act and once in every year cause to be prepared a 
balance sheet as at the end of the Federation's financial 
year and an income and expenditure account made up to 
the end of the financial year which batance sheet and 
income and expenditure account shall together with the 
report of the Board and the Auditor's Report, be laid before 
the Annual General Meeting of the Club as provided for in 
Article 55 of these Articles. 


(b) the report of the Board referred to in the following Clause 
shall include statements showing:- 

(i) the amount written off for depreciation; 

(ii) the amount, if any, which the Board proposes to 
transfer to the reserve fund or funds of the Federa- 
tion; 

(iii) the number of Members of each class registered in 
the Register of Members at the date of the preparation 
the report. 

(c) A copy of the Balance Sheet, Auditor’s Report and Income 


and Expenditure account accompanied by a copy of the 
Report of the Board shall be displayed at the Registered 
Office of the Federation for a period of not less than seven 
(7) days before the date of the General Meeting at which 
the said accounts and reports are to be presented. 

(d) A copy of the Balance Sheet, Auditor’s Report and Income 
and Expenditure account shall be available, at the Federa- 
tion Office, to every Member and every Associate Member 
at least seven (7) clear days before the date of the Annual 
General Meeting at which the said accounts and reports 
are to be presented. 


69. Auditors shall be appointed and their duties regulated in 
accordance with the provisions of Section One Hundred and 
Sixty Five and One Hundred and Sixty Seven of the Act. 


SEAL 


70. The Directors shall provide for the safe custody of the Seal and 
the Seal shall never be used except by the authority of the 
Board previously given and in the presence of two (2) Direct- 
ors at least who shall sign every instrument to which the Seal 
is affixed and every such instrument to which the Seal is 
affixed shall be countersigned by the Secretary or some other 
person appointed by the Board. 


NOTICES 


71. A notice may be given by the Federation to any Member and 
Associate Member by sending it by post either to the address 
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of the person referred to in Article 10 (i) or to its registered 
address or if it has no registered address within the State of 
New South Wales to the address, if any, within the said State 
supplied by it to the Federation for the giving of notices to it. 


72. Where a notice is sent by post, service of the notice shall be 
deemed to be effected by properly addressing, prepaying and 
posting the notice and shall be deemed to have been effected 
in the case of a notice convening a meeting on the day follow- 
ing that on which the same shall have been posted and in any 
other case at the time at which the notice would have been 
delivered in the ordinary course of post. 


73. If a Member has no registered address within the State of 
New South Wales and has not supplied to the Federation an 
address within the said State for the giving of notices to it, a 
notice posted upon the Notice Board shall be deemed to be 
well served on such Member at the expiration of twenty-four 
(24) hours after it is so posted up. 


REGULATIONS 


74. The Federation and the Directors shall adopt and act upon the 
present Rules, Playing Conditions, Regulations and By-Laws 
of the Unincorporated Association, so far as the same are not 
inconsistent with these Articles, unless and until the same 
have been duly altered or varied by the Directors. 


APPEALS TRIBUNAL 


75. The Directors shall make due provision for settling differences 
and disputes that may arise between or amongst Members or 
Associate Members or Players thereof or any persons who 
are Members or are allowed to be Members of or are 
employed by any such Members or Associate Members and 
shall make Regulations as to all proceedings in reference to 
the matters aforesaid and as to enforcing any awards or 
decisions. 


76. Members and Associate Members shall submit and refer all 
differences and questions coming within the provisions of the 
Regulations to the decision of the Board of Directors who may 
determine the same or may appoint a Tribunal or other Com- 
mittee for the purpose of hearing and determining the same 
and the fact that Membership or Associate Membership of the 
Federation as aforesaid shall constitute an agreement to refer 
all such differences and questions in accordance with the 
Regulations of the League and shall be enforceable as an 
agreement to refer under the Arbitration Act. 


WINDING UP 


77. The provisions of Clause 3 of the Memorandum of Association 
relating to the winding up or dissolution of the Federation 
shall have effect and be observed as if the same were 
repeated in these Regulations. 


INDEMNITY 


78. Every Member of the Board of Directors, Auditors, Secretary 
and other Officer for the time being of the Federation shall be 
indemnified out of the assets of the Federation against any 
liability incurred by him in defending any proceedings, 
whether civil or criminal, in which Judgment is given in his 
favour or in which he is acquitted or in connection with any 

~~ application under the Act in which relief is granted to him by 
the Court in respect of any negligence, default, breach of duty 
or breach of trust.

THE REGULATIONS 


The following Regulations under the Articles of Association of the 
Northern New South Wales Soccer Federation Limited shall apply 
from Monday, the thirtieth day of June, 1982 and shall take prece- 
dence over other previous Regulations of the Federation. 


PART A DEFINITIONS 


A1. Throughout the following Regulations unless the context other- 
wise requires:—- 


(a) (i) “Advisory Committee” or “Divisional Advisory Commit- 
tee” shall mean the Committee or Committees set up to 
advise the Directors on the promotion of a Division or. 
Divisions of the Federation. 

(ii) “Age Competition’ means a Competition restricted to 
Players who at midnight on January 1, of the year in which 
the Season shall fall, have not reached the Statutory Age 
Limit. 

(iii) “Amateur Player” or “Non-Contract Player” means one, 
who is and always has been involved with the code for 
personal satisfaction and pleasure and without any 
thought to monetary or material reward whatsoever. 

{iv) “Appeal Board’ means the Committee set up by the 
Federation to hear appeals. against decisions of the 
Protests and Disputes and Judiciary Committees. 

(v) “Associate Member” means the same as in the Articles of 

. Association of the Federation.

MEMBERSHIP : ; 
For the purpose of registration the number. of the Members of 
the Federation is unlimited. é 
The Current Members of the Unincorporated Association who at 
the time of incorporation agree in writing to become a member 
of the Federation upon the terms and conditions set forth in the 
Memorandum & Articles of Association of the Federation shall 
on entry of their names, if Incorporated or Unincorporated, the 
names of their Primary Delegates, on the Register of Members, 
be the Members of the Federation. : 
The Current Associate Members of the Unincorporated Asso-. 
ciation who at the time of incorporation agree -in writing to 
become an Associate Member of the Fedeation upon the terms 
and conditions set forth in. the Memorandum & Articles of 
Association of the Federation shall on entry of their.names, if 
Incorporated or if Unincorporated, the names of their Primary 
Delegate, on the Register of Members be the Associate Mem- 
bers of the Federation. ‘ 
The Directors may on application grant Membership to and 
enter in the Register of Members, any Club, Corporation or other 
Body.

ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 

Each Member and each Associate Member shall within seven 

(7) days of its Annual General Meeting: 

(i) Supply the Secretary of the Federation with the name and 
address of the person responsible for conducting on its 
behalf official correspondence both with the Federation and 
other Members of the Federation or other Association, also 
a full list of Club Office Bearers. 

(ii) Supply to the Secretary of the Federation within seven (7) 
days details of any modification to its Constitution Regula- 
tions or By-Laws by way of a copy thereof. 

(iii) Supply the Secretary of the Federation within seven(7) days 
details of Clubs Home Ground for the Season. No Club shall 
move to another ground without first having gained the 
consent of the Board.

(iv). Supply the Secretary of the Federation within seven (7) days 
any proposed change to the colours or combination of 
colours of the Club Strip or Strips. 

(a) Permission to make such changes shall be granted only 
if it can be shown that the colours proposed do not clash 
with those of any Club likely to play in the same Compe- 
tition or Division. : :

RELEGATION OF MEMBER CLUBS 

Each Member who is liable for relegation from the lowest 

Division conducted by the Federation shali be deemed to have 

resigned its Membership of the Federation upon the date of the 

written notification from the Federation that the Member has 
been relegated by such.Member shall continue to be liable for 
moneys due by it to the Federation provided further that subject 
to compliance with the provisions of the Articles of Association, 
the Member may re-apply for admission to Membership of the 
Federation. 
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PROTESTS, DISPUTES AND APPEALS 

The Directors shall make due provision for settling differences 
and disputes that may arise between or amongst Members or 
Associate Members or Players registered with the Federation or 
any persons who are Members or are allowed tobe Members of 
or are employed by any such Members or Associate Members 
and shall make Regulations as to all proceedings in reference to 
the matters aforesaid and as to enforcing any awards or 
decisions. 

Members and Associate Members shall submit and refer all 
differences and questions coming within the provisions of 
these Regulations to the decision of the Board of Directors who 
may determine the same or may appoint a Protests & Disputes

CONSTITUTION OF DIVISIONAL MEMBERS 

The names of the combinations of Divisional Members shall be 
known as State First Division, Second Division, Third Division, 
Fourth Division and Fifth Division. 

Providing that nothing shall prevent the Board from changing 
such names from time to time in order to accommodate 
sponsors. 

The objects of the Divisional Championships are to conduct and 
control in every respect each Season, a Soccer Competition in 
each of the Five Divisions and at all times to safeguard the 
interests of the Members of the Division. 

The Board may from time to time upon such terms and condi- 
tions and stipulations as they may think fit, increase or decrease 
the number of Divisions from five (5) and the number of clubs in 
each Division, currently twelve (12). 

Any casual vacancy occurring in the Membership of any 
Division may be filled with any other Member Club, as decided 
by the Board. 


DIVISIONAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE 

The purpose of ensuring the fulfillment of the objects of the 
Division or combination of Divisions. The President of the Fede- 
ration shall have the right to convene a meeting of the Divisional 
Advisory Committee on short notice in the case of an emer- 
gency. Each Divisional Member shall be entitled to one (1) vote 
at any Meeting so convened and the decisions taken at such 
Meetings shall be considered to be recommendations only to 
the Board of Directors. 

The President of the Federation shall preside at all meetings of 
the Divisional Advisory Committee/s and in his absence one of 
the other Directors of the Federation. 


ASSOCIATE MEMBERS 

Associate Membership for the time being of the Federation shall 
constitute a binding Agreement between the Federation and the 
Associate Members to refer all protests, claims and complaints 
between Associate Members and between Associate Members 
and the Federation to the Directors for hearing and determina- 
tion. 


SUBURBAN LEAGUE CHAMPIONSHIP 

The name of the Competition shall be the Suburban League 
Championship, providing nothing shall prevent the Board from 
changing such name from time to time in order to accommodate 
sponsors. ; 

The objects of the Suburban League Championship is to conduct 
and control in every respect, each Season, soccer competitions 
between nominated teams of Member or Associate Member 
Clubs and at all times to safeguard the interest of these 
Members or Associate Members.

SUBURBAN LEAGUE ADVISORY COMMITTEE 

The Board may establish a Suburban League Advisory Commit- 
tee and may from time to time, by giving fourteen (14) days 
notice to Members of the League, convene a Meeting for the 
purpose of ensuring the fulfillment of the objects of the League. 
The President of the Federation shall have the right to convene 
a meeting of the Suburban League Advisory Committee on short 
notice in the case of an emergency. 

Each Member or Associate Member shall be entitled to one (1) 
vote at any Meeting of the Suburban League Advisory Commit- 
tee and the decisions taken at such Meeting shall be considered 
to be recommendations only to the Board of Directors. 

The President of the Federation shall preside at all Meetings of 
the Suburban League Advisory Committee and in his absence 
one of the other Directors of the Federation. 

Membership for the time being of the League shall constitute a 
binding Agreement between the Federation and the Members 
to refer all protests, claims and complaints between Members or 
between Members and the Federation to the Directors for 
hearing and determination. 


MEMBERS OF THE AUSTRALIAN NATIONAL SOCCER LEAGUE 
A Member Club shall not apply to the Australian Soccer Federa- 
tion and/or the National Soccer League of Australia as defined 
in these Regulations for admission to the National Soccer 
League of Australia unless such Member shall first obtain in 
writing the approval of the Federation to make such application. 
The Federation may, at its discretion, appoint two (2) of its 
Directors as Directors or Committeemen of such Member Club 
should its application for Membership of the National Soccer 
League of Australia be successful. 

Subject to the provisions of the Memorandum & Articles of 
Association of the Australian Soccer Federation and the Consti- 
tution, Rules and Playing Conditions of the National Soccer 
League of Australia, Members of the Federation who become 
Members of the National Soccer League of Australia shall 
comply with all the Regulations of the Federation. Provided that, 
where a conflict arises between any of the Regulations of the 
Federation and the Rules, Regulations and By-Laws of the 
National Soccer League of Australia and/or the Australian 
Soccer Federation, the latter two (2) shall take priority over the 


Federation. 


MEMBERSHIP FEES, LEVIES AND CHARGES 

All Annual Membership Fees which may differ between 
Member Clubs playing in different Leagues or Divisions of the 
Federation, shall be determined annually by the Board and shall 
become due and payable in advance by the 30th day of Apritin 
every year. 

The Board may from time to time decide on Levies and Charges 
to be paid by Members or Associate Members, and at that time 
shalt also decide the date by which the Levies and Charges are 
to be paid. 

Itemised accounts shall be sent to Members or Associate 
Members setting out in detail amounts due to the Federation by 
way of Fees, Levies and Charges. The nominated payment date 
will also be advised. 

Any Member or Associate Member which cannot meet all the 
financial commitments to the Federation on the due date, may 
be granted an extension to pay by the Board. All applications by 
Members or Associate Members for extension of time to pay 
must be submitted in writing fourteen (14) days before the 
account falls due. The application must contain a reasonable 
explanation and shall undertake a guarantee to finalise the 
account on a nominated date and time. The Board in granting 
the extension of time to pay, may impose a surcharge not 
exceeding 15% on the outstanding amount. 


UNFINANCIAL MEMBER OR ASSOCIATE MEMBER 

If the accounts from the Federation to a Member or Associate 
Member shall remain unpaid for a period of thirty (30) days after 
they become due, then the Member or Associate Member may, 
after notice of the default shall have been sent to it by the 
Secretary of the Federation, be declared an Unfinancial Member 
or Associate Member. 

The Federation may consider allowing Unfinancial Members or 
Associate Members to continue participation in the Federation 
Competitions up to a period not exceeding four (4) Competition 
Fixtures. Unfinancial Members or Associate Members shall not 
receive any Competition points in these four (4) Competition 
Fixtures. 

If the accounts from the Federation to a Member or Associate 
Member shall remain unpaid for a period of sixty two (62) days 
after they become due, then the Member or Associate Member 
may, after notice of the default shall have been sent to it by the 
Secretary of the Federation, be debarred by resolution of the 
Board from all privileges of Membership. 


REPRESENTATIVE TEAM AND INTERSTATE TOUR LEVY 
The Federation may impose a levy of an amount to be deter- 
mined annually on each Member Club and Associate Member 
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Club for the purpose of financing Representative Squads. Such 
levy may also be utilised to assist Players from Member Clubs or 
Associate Member Clubs selected to represent the Federation 
and to assist the Federation in hosting visiting teams or clubs. 


ANNUAL PRESENTATION NIGHT LEVY 
On a date.to be determined each year, the Federation shall hold 
a Function called the Northern New South Wales Soccer Fede- 
eon Limited eaten Night.

The Presentation Night shall be for the purpose of presenting 
trophies to successful Clubs, issuing prize money or any other 
‘items that the Board may determine. 
All Member Clubs shal! be levied the cost of six (6) single tickets 
to the Presentation Night, entitling each Ciub to have a mini- 
mum of six (6) representatives. 
All Associate Member Clubs shall be levied the cost of two (2) 
single tickets to the Presentation Night, entitling each Ciub to 
have a minimum of two (2) representatives. 
Additional tickets shall be available on request to the Federation 
on a first-come-first-served basis. The Board shall decide 
annually the cost of a single ticket. 


PROMOTION FUND LEVY 

The Federation may impose a levy of an amount to be deter- 
mined annually on each Member or Associate Member Club for 
the purpose of financing Promotional schemes for the Major 
Premiership. 

Such Levy may also be utilised to assist the Promotion Mana- 
gers objectives in obtaining suitable Sponsorship -for the 
Premiership Competition and Major Premierships. 


PERIODICAL, MATCH PROGRAMME, NEWS SHEET LEVY 
The Federation may publish a Periodical, Match Programme or 
News Sheet for distribution to all Members and Associate 
Member Clubs of the Federation. 

The design, format, details and distribution of the publication 
shall be as decided by the Board. 

All Member Clubs shall be levied the cost of thirty (30) units/ 
items for every issue published. 

All Associate Member Clubs shall be levied the cost of ten (10) 
units/items for every issue published. 

Further units/items will be available upon request to the Fede- 
ration at a cost as determined by the Board. 
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MEDICAL, HOSPITAL AND AMBULANCE SERVICE 

All Club Officials, Committee Officials, Team Officials, Team 
Members and any persons engaged or voluntarily participating 
in the running or organisation of the Member Club or Associate 
Member Club affairs, should at all times maintain at his or her 
expense, financial membership to a Medical, Hospital Fund and 
Ambulance Service.

C1. OFFICERS APPOINTED BY THE BOARD 
The Board may appoint Officers or Sub-Committees to perform 
the duties as assigned to them hereunder or as from time to time 
determined by the Board. 


C2. CHAIRMAN OF JUDICIARY COMMITTEE 
The Board shall appoint a Chairman of the Judiciary Committee. 
His duties shall be to excercise the powers as defined in Regula- 
tions Part G and Part H. 


C3. CHAIRMAN OF THE APPEAL BOARD : 
The Board shall appoint a Chairman of the Appeal Board. His 
duties shall be to exercise the powers as defined in Regulations 
Part G and Part H. 


C4. CHAIRMAN OF PROTESTS AND DISPUTES COMMITTEE 
The Board shall appoint a Chairman of the Protests and Disputes 
Committee.

Players shall have legible numerals at feast nine (9) inches 
high affixed to the back of their jerseys; such numerals to 
correspond with players names on the Team Sheets. 
(e) All playing strips shall be number one (1) to eleven (11) for 
Players, twelve (12) to sixteen (16) for Substitutes and 
Substitute Goalkeeper in number seventeen (17). 


ELIGIBILITY OF PLAYERS 

The eligibility of Players shall be defined by the Federation 

from time to time. 

{a) A qualified or Bona-Fide Player is one who has signed a 
Registration form, and is registered as per Regulations of 
the Federation. 


Any Ctub knowingly playing an ineligible Player shall be ineligi- 

ble for any points associated with the Match and shall be subject 

to any disciplinary action as imposed by the P & D Committee. 

(a) Full Points allocated for the Match shall be forfeited to their 
Opponents and goals recorded according to three (3) goals 
scored by the Team getting the points to Nil (0) by the Team 
who has infringed the Regulations. 


WASHED OUT FIXTURES 

In all instances where rain preceding a Fixture raises fair doubt 

as to the possibility of play taking place, the following rules are 

to apply, so that Players, Match Officials and public can be given 
correct notice of intentions: 

(a) The Home Club Secretary and the First Grade Referee or his 
appointee, are to meet at the particular ground as early as 
possible. 

(b) The Referee or his appointee is to inspect the ground and 
decide whether play can take place:- 

(i) At all 

(it) Providing no further rain falls. 

In the event of (ii) the Referee is to decide whether both 
Grades should be played or otherwise. 

(c) The Home Club Secretary is to phone the Referees decision 
to the Federation Secretary before 7.45 a.m. 

(d) The Home Club Secretary is to advise the Visiting Club. 

(e) Ail Visiting Clubs and Match Officials should check with the 
Federation Secretary or Secretary of Referees Association, 
before departing for the Fixture Venue. 

(f) Advice of all postponed Fixtures through this cause, will be 
conveyed to the radio stations by the Federation Secretary 
and no other person is authorised to convey such advice.

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PART E REGULATION 


E1. PROMOTION AND RELEGATION ; 
Promotion and Relegation at the conclusion of each Season 


shall be as determined by the Board. 


E2. The following geneal principle shall apply on Promotion and 
Relegation providing the Member Clubs eligible for promotion 
meets the-criteria as detailed in the Regulations and all other 
things are equal in all respects. 


STATE FIRST DIVISION ee 

(a) Each Club whose First Grade side finishes at the bottom of 
the table in the Newcastle zone and the Country zone may 
apply for re-admission to State First Division. 


DIVISION TWO tn te 
(b) The two (2) Clubs whose First Grade side finishes at the top 


of the table may apply for promotion to State First Division. 
Provided that the Board may require a play-off series 
between the bottom two (2) Clubs of State First Division and 
the top two (2) Clubs of Division Two for the right to occupy 
places in the State First Division in the following Season.

E6. Each nomination for Divisional Grading shall be accompanied by 
a Divisional Nomination fee, which may vary between Divisions, 
and such fees shall be as determined by the Boardon an annual 
basis. 


E7. All nominations for Divisional Grading shall include a guarantee 
from the Member Clubs that all financial obligations including 
Players signing-on Fees, Match Fees or Match Bonuses have 
been paid in full to Players, Team Officials or any other persons, 
either contracted or engaged by the Member Clubs during the 
past Season. 


E8. The nomination shall also include a guarantee that all suppliers 
or other organisations have been paid in full for any goods, 
materials or services, authorised by the Member Club during the 
past Season. 

E9. All Financial Member Clubs shall be advised by the Federation 
of their Divisional Grading no later than the 30th day of 
December each year. Le : 
The decision of the Board regarding any or all Divisional Grading 
positions is final and not subject to any appeal to any other 
Authority. 

E10. Additional Regulations Effecting State First Division 


Promotion. ’ ie 
The objects of the State First Division are to conduct, control and 


manage such Competitions on an intra-state basis as the Board 
may determine from time to time. 


E11. Structure and Composition of State First Division __ 
The State First Division shall consist of properly constituted 
Clubs which having made application in the approved manner 
and are deemed to have met the requirement of these regula- 
tions, have been accepted into the State First Division in 
accordance with the Regulations covering admission. 


E12. Admission to State First Division : — 
Applications for admission to the State First Division shall set 
out in the fullest possible detail the following information:- 
(i) The name of the Club and geographical situation in relation 

to other current teams of the State First Division bearing in 
mind the objects of State First Division. 
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(ii) The full names, addresses and telephone numbers of the 
Clubs Executive officers - President, Secretary and 
Treasurer. ; 

(iii) The full names, addresses and occupations of the Board of 
Directors {including the Executive) of the Club together 
with complete details of the age, experience and .back- 
ground of each Director. 

(iv) Evidence of the financial strength both present and poten- 
tial of the applicant Club including details of existing 
sponsors, potential/contingent Sponsors and/or sporting 
organisations and/or Licenced Clubs. 

(v) History of applicant Club. : ; 

(vi) Availability of home ground - does it belong to the Club - is 
it leased from Council - is it totally enclosed - is lighting 
available - is the ground available to you on Saturdays, 
Sundays or both - condition of playing surface - is a full 
time groundsman employed, etc. ; 

(vii) Player strength - present and potential. : 

(vill) Name of Coach and qualifications (if appointed) or who will 
accept appointment if Club is accepted to Competition. (It 
is expected that all coaches will have successfully com- 
pleted at least a “Senior Coaching Course” under the 
National Coaching Scheme.) ; 

(ix) Legal status. Each applicant must be incorporated or 
undertake to become incorporated at the request of the 
Board at such time in the future as is recommended. 

(x) Public support - estimate of supporting attendances at 
Home Fixtures. a2 ; 

(xi) Evidence of media support - television, radio, newspaper. 

(xii) Club strip - design and colours - alternate strip. 

(xiii) Evidence of Local Government support. 


E13. State First Division Zones i : 
The State First Division shall be divided into two zones com- 


prising the following number of Clubs from the respective zones:

Maximum of 8 teams 


£14, Where practical the number of teams from the Country zone 
shall equal the number of teams from the Newcastle zone. 


E15. Administration of State First Division : 
The State First Division will be administered in.every respect by 
the Directors of the NNSW Soccer Federation which may 
delegate the whole or part of these powers to any persons or 
sub-committees on such terms and conditions as it may con- 


sider necessary. 

E16. Requirements of State First Division Clubs _ ; 
Each Club shall lodge the prescribed Membership and Nomina- 
tion Fee as and when directed by the Directors upon being 
Notified of its acceptance whereupon it shall then be deemed to 
be affiliated as a Full Member of the NNSW Soccer Federation 
in accordance with the Constitution for the purpose of the State 
First Division. 7 

E17. Each Country Club participating in the State First Division shall 
in addition ic Regulation E16 maintain Affiliation with the local 
Federation in which the Club has its registered office and home 
ground. 

E18. All Clubs seeking admission to the State First Division shall bear 
names approved by the Board. 


E19. Subject to Regulation E12 (ix) to be eligible for acceptance each 
Club shall be an incorporated body or undertake to incorporate 
expeditiously under the requirements of the “Companies Act 
1961-1976" at the request of the Federation. Acopy of any such 
documents of incorporation must be lodged with the Federation 
and approved by the Board. 


E20. Applications for admission to State First Division shall be made 
by the Clubs on the form prescribed. 


E21. No Club shall be eligible to participate in any Competition or 
Match excepting the State First Division Competitions and other 
Competitions organised by the Federation, unless approval of 
the Board is obtained. 


E22. New applications shall be accompanied by the then Nomination 
Fee which shall be refundable if the Club is not accepted into 


State First Division. 


E23. Newcastle Zone Clubs should have in addition to the require- 
ments of the Regulations Numbers E10 to E19, the following 
criteria: ; 

(a) Be geographically situated away from any neighbour 
member of the State First Division. . ; 
(b) Maintain a history of continuing support for Junior Organi- 
sations and in particular sponsor their own Junior Club. 
(c)- Enter a Team in the Nominated Age League Championship. 
(d) Control or have access to an enclosed football ground with 
reasonable facilities for Match presentation and accommo- 


dation for spectators. 
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E24. Sponsorship and Advertising 
The Board will seek to obtain a sponsorship or sponsors for all 
Divisional Championships to assist with the funding of the 
Divisional Championships. 


E25. The Administration of the Divisional Championships shall be 
funded exclusively from sponsorship from the Divisional 
Championships, any nomination fee paid by a competing Club 
and any administration fee and travel fee which may be set from 
time to time by the Board equally or unequally upon the com- 
peting Clubs. 


E26. Unequal administration fees shall not be placed on competing 
Clubs in the same Division. 


E27. No Club shall enter into any Sponsorship agreement without 
first obtaining the. consent of the Board which may place such 
conditions as it deems necessary before consenting to any such 
sponsorship. 


E28. Any arrangements for radio or television coverage shall be made 
by the NNSW Soccer Federation and the Clubs shall be bound by 
any arrangements made. All competing Clubs shail be bound by 
any Sponsorship arrangements and consequent conditions 
introduced by the Board in respect of the conduct of the Division- 
al Championships. 


E30. Federation Sponsored Match Ball 
Each Home Club shall provide two (2) Federation approved and 
sponsored Match Footballs to the Match Official fifteen (15) 
minutes prior to the commencement of the Fixture, for use and 
or spare as determined by the Match Official. Any breach of this 
Regulation will result ina fine, as decided annually by the Board. 


E31. Club Officials at Fixtures 

At any Fixture both Clubs must have Club Officials who are 

readily identifiable and these Club Officials must report to the 

Match Official fifteen (15) minutes prior to the kick-off time of 

the Fixture. 

The Home Club must have at least two (2) Officials and the 

Visiting Club at least one (1) Official. 

Home Club Officials shall be solely responsible for: 

(a} Welfare of. the Officiating Referee and Linesmen from the 
time they arrive at the Ground until the time-they depart from 
the ground. Failure to carry out this requirement shail render 
the Home Club liable to a penalty as decided by the Judiciary 
or P & D Committee. 

(b) Home Club Officials are to be responsible and provide 
adequate security for the protection of players and the 
public. Failure to carry out this requirement shall render the 
Home Club liable to a penalty as decided by the Judiciary or 
P & D Committee. 


E32. Appointment of Match Official - State First Division 
The Federation shall, in the month of February each year, 
requisition the Australian Soccer Referees Federation (NNSW 
Branch) to submit to the Federation the names ofat least ten (1 0) 
properly qualified referees/linesmen for selection to the State 
First Division Referees Panel. Such nominations shall be 
required by the 30th February each year. 


E33. From nominations received and approved by the Board, the 
Referees Appointment Board shall appoint a panel of referees/ 
linesmen, provided that at all times the Referees Appointments 
Board shail be empowered to appoint any Referee to filla casual 
vacancy on the panel. 


E34. The Referee Appointment Board, made up of the Registrar of the 
Australian Soccer Referees Federation (NNSW Branch) and the 
Secretary of the Australian Soccer Referees Federation (NNSW 
Branch) in consultation with the Federation Secretary or his 
appointee, shall appoint from the State First Division Referees 
Panel, the Referees/Linesmen for each Fixture. 

{a) The Australian Soccer Referees Federation (NNSW Branch) 
may appoint qualified inspectors to any State First Division 
Matches. 


E35. Refereeing 
Each Club shall, immediately after the conclusion of each 
Divisional! Fixture forward to the Federation a report on the 
standard of Referee control, and each such report shall be made 
on the standard form prescribed. 


E36. Each Referee shall, immediately after the conclusion of each 
Divisional Fixture, forward to the Federation a Match Report on 
the standard form prescribed. This report shall be in addition to 
any report submitted by Referee organisation inspectors. 


E37. Referees shall attend the ground at feast one (1) hour before the 
arranged time for the commencement of any Match. 


E38. Referees shall wait for one (1) half hour after the time arranged 
for the commencement of the Match before abandoning the 
Match because of the absence of a Team. 


E39. The Referee shall decide as to the fitness of the ground for play 
in all Matches. 
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E40. When the Referee finds it necessary to stop play, ewing to bad 
weather or other cause, he shall wait a reasonable length of 
time before deciding to abandon the Match. 


E41. Referees and Linesmen shall report, in writing, any breach of 
the Regulations or of the By-Laws, or the Laws of Play, to the 
Federation within forth eight (48) hours after the breach has 
occurred. 


E42. Referees who have had occasion to send a Player or Players 
from the playing field, or have issued cautions to Players, shall 
send a report to the Federation within forty eight (48) hours after 
the conclusion of the particular Fixture. 


E43. The Referee and Linesmen shall not be required to attend the 
Judiciary Committee Meeting, unless requested by the Chair- 
man of that Committee to be in attendance. 


E44. Notwithstanding Referees report, Linesmen shall send to the 
Federation a report of any misconduct (except send-offs) that 
they have witnessed, and such report shall be required to be 
sent to the Federation office within forty eight (48) hours of the 
conclusion of that particular Fixture. 


E45. Any Federation Director or Game Co-ordinator may send ina 
report to the Federation and ASRF (NNSW Branch) on the 
performance of a Referee during a Match within forty eight (48) 
hours of the conclusion of the particular Fixture. 


E46. A Player who has been sent off during a Match shall send in his 
report or have a report sent in by his Club, but signed by the 
Player, to the Federation within forty eight (48) hours of the 
conclusion of that particular Fixture. 


E47. Should, in the opinion of the Referee, an offence be such that it 
warrants a harsher penalty than a one match suspension, the 
Referee shall advise the Federation of that fact. 


E48. Referee and Linesman Fees 

Referees and Linesmens Fees shall be negotiated annually 
between the Federation and the ASRF (NNSW Branch). All 
Clubs shall be advised of the appropriate fees for each Division, 
Grade and League Championship and these Fees are to be paid 
to the Official Referee and Linesman on the.day-of the Fixture. 
Any Club that fails to pay the nominated Referee andLinesmans 
Fees for any Fixture, shall be fined double the equivalent 
amount. 


E49. Summary of Players Rights and Obligations 
Each Player at the time of his Registration with his Club, shall be 
advised by the Member or Associate Member, of the Regula- 
tions referred to in the Schedule of these Regulations and shall 
also be advised of any such Regulations when amended and 
also from time to time be advised of any new Regulations which 
relate to Players Rights and Obligations. 


E50. Admission Charges 
The charge for admission (including a fee for cars if admitted to 
ie around) shall be determined by the Board on an annual 
asis. 
(a) Member Clubs shall determine charges for Season tickets 
and Grandstand or enclosed area tickets. 


E51. Distribution of Gate Monies 

Except for Major Premiership Matches, the distribution of gate 

receipts from all Federation Fixture shall be as follows: 

(a) The Home Club shall retain all gate receipts. Should receipts 
be insufficient to cover expenses the Home Club shall bear 
the loss. 

(b) It shall be the duty of the Home Club to arrange for gate- 
keepers. 


E52. Official Notification of Gate Receipts 
Home Clubs shall forward to the Federation Secretary within 
three (3) days of their Home Fixture, a statement in the pres- 
cribed form, summarising the gate receipts. 
Failure tocomply with this Regulation shall render the offending 
Club liable to a fine as determined by the Board for each offence. 


E53. Gate Monies - Major Premierships 
At all Major Premiership Matches, the Gate Monies shall be 
retained by the Federation, who shall appoint gatekeepers for 
the purpose of collecting admission fees. 


E54. Prize Money Major & Minor Premierships 
The Federation shall fund all prize money for Minor Premier- 
ships, Semi-Finals, Finals and Grand Finals and shall decide the 
amounts to be funded on an annual basis. Provided that the 
rae shalt seek Sponsors for the purpose of boosting Prize 
oney. 


E55. Admission Passes 
The Federation at the commencement of each Season, shall 
design an Authorised Admission Pass for all Federation 
Premiership Fixtures. 
Admission Passes shall be distributed as directed by the Board 
and such Passes are not transferable and will always remain the 
property of the Federation. 


E56. Any person allowing any other persons the use of his pass for 
admission or copying, shall be dealt with by the P & D Committee 


and the Minimum Penalty shall be one (1) year from playing in 
any Federation Competition for Players, or one (1) year of NO 
Official involvement with any Club, for a Club Official or Team

NUMBER OF PLAYERS - DIVISIONAL COMPETITIONS 

Clubs shail Register Players according only to their require- 

ments but in no case shall such Registrations {inclusive of 

Retained Contract Players) exceed the following: 

(a) All Divisional Competitions will consist of two (2) grades, 

First Grade and Reserve Grade. There is no age limitation on 

any Players in the First or Reserve Grade Teams. 

Each Club in the Divisional Competitions may register up to 

thirty-two (32) Players for their First and Reserve Grade 

Teams. 

Any Club which has a Nominated Age League Championship 

team may register an additional five (5) Contract players from 

its Nominated Age League Championship team, allowing a 

total of thirty seven (37) contract players. 

There is no limitation on the total number of Non-Contract 

Player registrations in a Nominated Age League Champion- 

ship team. All players, whether non-contract or the addition- 

al five (5) contract players allowed in the Nominated Age 

League Championship team, shall be allowed to play first 

and reserve grade football. 

SUBURBAN LEAGUE CHAMPIONSHIP 

All Clubs participating in the Suburban League Champion- 

ship may register as many Players as required to field one (1) 

team in this Championship. 

(f) There is no age limitation on any Player in this Champion- 
ship. 

(g) Any Club with a Divisional (Grade) Team and a Team com- 
peting in the Suburban League Championship Competition 
shall register their nominated Player for each Competition 
separately and no interchange of their Players is permitted 
without prior notice, and approval of the Federation. 

(h) All approval for interchange of Players will cease on the 30th 
June each Season. 

Subject to Regulation Nos. F2, F6 and F30 Clubs shall be per- 

mitted to Register Players at any time. 


ACQUISITION OF PLAYERS 

Clubs: shall be permitted to acquire Registered Players of other 

Clubs either Intra-Federation, Inter-Federation, Interstate or 

Overseas by way of Transfer of Registration within the period of 

time as specified in these Regulations. 

Any Club seeking to acquire Registered Players of other Clubs, 

either Inter-Federation, Interstate or Overseas, by way of 

Transfer of Registration or Clearance, will be charged an Admin- 

istration Fee as decided. annually by the Board, for each Transfer 

of Registration or Clearance. 

The Transfer of Players from the Federation to Overseas Clubs 

and or Association/Federation shall be permitted at any time. 

(a) Clubs who are seeking to acquire a player or players, (by way 

of Transfer) and where the transaction is still under negotia- 

tion as at the 30th June, will, (where they have requested an 
extension in writing, prior to the 30th June, be granted an 
extension until the 7th day of July, to conclude the transfer. 

Failure to complete negotiations and effect the players 

csaletetion by 7th day. of July, will render the Transfer 

invalid. 

Clubs may register players from overseas at any time, but 

only such players that have been duly cleared to the Austra- 

lian Soccer Federation by the 7th day of July, are eligible to 
play for the remainder of the Season. 

The Registration of or the Transfer of the Registration of Players 

either Interstate or Intra-state to the Federation, shall not be 

permitted after the 30th June in any year. 

The Transfer of the Registration of a Player from one Club to 

another Club shall be in writing on the Official Transfer Form 

issued by the Federation for approval and Registration. Such 

Player shall not become a Bona-Fide Player of the Club seeking 

his Transfer until the Transferee Club has received from the 

Federation a Certificate of Registration. 

(a) The terms and conditions of all Transfers of Registration 
shall be expressly stated in the Official Transfer Form as 
provided in the Schedule to these Regulations and no term or 
condition not expressly stated in the form of Transfer of 
Registration shall be recognised or given effect to by the 
Federation or be binding in any manner whatsoever on the 
Player or the Transferor or the Transferee Club. No Transfer 
shall be Registered until the Transferor Club has notified in 
writing the Federation that the Transfer Fee has been paid or 
its payment adequately secured. 

(b) The Registration of Players as Contract Players shall require 
those Players to sign an acknowledgement that the Player 
has read and fully understood and accepted the Retained and 
Open-To-Transfer Regulations of the Federation if applica- 

ble to that Player and as well shall contain an undertaking by 
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the Player to abide by and comply with those Regulations of 
the Federation which apply to Players. 


F11. REGISTRATION OF PLAYERS 

The Registration of Players shall be carried out in the following 

manner: 

(a) All Players MUST fill in a Federation Registration Card. 

(b) Once a Player has filled in a Registration Card for a Club, it is 
not necessary to submit another card on a Season to Season 
basis. Provided that he remains with the same Club. The 
Player must sign the Club’s Registration Sheet as supplied 
by the Federation. 

(c) If a Player changes Clubs he must fill in a Registration Card 
for his new Club. 

(d) Any Player who is Transferring from one Club to another, 
must have, presented by his new Club, a Registration Card 
and a Clearance or Transfer Form with the Players Regis- 
tered Number correctly filled in. 

(e) No Player will be considered Registered for another Club 
without Clearance or Transfer Form from the Club which 
releases him. 

All Players registering with the Federation for the first time 

shall be allotted a Registered Number, on application, before 

his Registration shall be accepted. 

(g) The Registration of a Player shall take place before 4.00 p.m. 
Friday at the Registered Office before that Player will be 
allowed to play in that weekend's Championship Fixtures. No 
Director or Official of the Federation has the authority to 
accept a Registration, or allow a Player to play in that week- 
end’s round of Fixtures, if the Player has not been correctly 
Registered at the Federation Office. 


F12. LATE REGISTRATION FEE 
{h) All applications for Registration of Players received at the 
Federation Office after 4.00 p.m. on the Friday prior to the 
first Fixture of the Divisional or League Championship Com- 
petitions, will be regarded as a Late Registration. 
Clubs shall be charged an Administration Fee as decided 
annually by the Board for each Late Registration. 


F13. RETAINED AND OPEN-TO-TRANSFER LISTS 

Clubs shall forward to the Secretary of the Federation on or 

before the 30th November of each year: 

{i} A list of Registrations of Contract Players whose services 
they wish to retain, in these Regulations referred to as the 
“Retained Lists’ (which list shall not contain more names 
than the number allowable under Regulation F2). 

(ii) A list of Contract Players whose Registrations are available 
for Transfer to other Clubs, in these Regulations referred to 
as ‘’Open-to-Transfer List”. 


F14. DEFINITIONS 

(a) RETAINED PLAYER 
A Retained Player is a Contract Player with a current service 
agreement to play for a Member of the Federation during the 
period for which the Club declares him as a Retained Player 
subject to Regulation No. F18. 

(b) PLAYER OPEN-TO-TRANSFER 
A Player Open-to-Transfer is a Contract Player whose con- 
tract or agreement has expired and who has been advised by 
his previous Club (as per F23 (h) (ii) that it has placed a fee 
upon his transfer to another Club. 

F15. Clubs Open-to-Transfer Lists must include the following 
information: 

(i) Full Name of Player. 

(ii) Age of Player. 

(iii) Transfer Fee requested. 
(iv) Registration Number. 

F16. On or before the 15th December in each year the Retained and 
Open-to-Transfer Lists, as compiled by the Board of Directors 
from the lists prepared by the Clubs as provided in Regulation 
No. F11, shall be printed and posted simultaneously toall Mem- 
bers with the Transfer Fees nominated thereon in respect of 
Players on the Open-to-Transfer List. 

E17. Players whose Registrations are not placed on either the 
Retained List or Open-to-Transfer List are at liberty to sign for 
any other Club whether a Member of the Federation or other- 
wise. 

F18. Contract Players whom Clubs refuse to re-engage and Players 
who decline to be re-engaged under the terms offered, on or 
before the 31st day of October in each year, must be placed on 
the Open-to-Transfer List. 

F19. Clubs shall not include in their Retained List the Registration of 
Non-Contract Players. 

F20. A Non-Contract Player may not be placed on the Open-to- 
Transfer List and no sum shall be paid or received for the 
Transfer of the Registration of such Players. 

F21. A Non-Contract Player transferring as a Non-Contract Player to 
another Club, must remain a Non-Contract Player until the end 
of the respective Soccer Season, in which the Transfer takes 
place. 

F22. All Non-Contract Players must be Registered with the Federa- 
tion each year.

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CONTRACT PLAYERS 

(a) All Players’ Contracts shall be drawn up to conclude on the 
31st October in any year. 

(b) Clubs may enter into a Contract with a Player for more than 
one Season, but in all cases the Contract must be designed 
to conclude on 31st October in any year. 

(c) The Federation will prepare and supply a standard Player/ 

Club Agreement Contract Form to all Clubs. Subject to these 

Regulations Clubs will be at liberty to add to, or delete from 

the standard Contract as they consider necessary for their 

own requirements. 

If so desired Clubs may sign a Contract Player on a Player/ 

Club Agreement prepared by themselves. Provided that the 

Agreement contains the following clause:- ; 

“It is agreed that the Player will abide by the Regulations of 

the Northern N.S.W. Soccer Federation Limited in all matters 

concerning the Transer and Retention of Contract Players 

applicable in those Regulations’. . 

(e) The Contract Form is to be submitted, in an envelope pro- 
vided by the Federation, clearly marked with Club, name of 
player, Registration Number and expiry date of Contract, on 
the outside of the envelope. , 

(f) The original Contract signed by the Player, must be in the 
envelope NOT a copy. 7 ; 

(g) The envelope must be submitted in a sealed condition with 
either the Club stamp, or the Club Secretary's signature, 
across the flap. : 

(h) Where a Club wishes to renew a Contract or Agreement with 
a Player whose Contract is due to expire on 31st October in 
any year, and providing that renewal of the Contract has not 
previously been effected, the Club shall notify the Player by 
the 15th October, its wish to retain his services and state 
clearly the terms offered by the Club to the Player for the 
renewal of his Contract. ; 

{i) Where a Club does not wish to renew a Contract with a 
Player whose Contract is due to expire on 31st October in 
any year, they shall notify the Player in writing that they have 
either: 

(i) granted him a Free Clearance : 
(ii) placed him on the Transfer List and advise him of the Fee 
requested for his Transfer. ; 

(j) All notifications to Players as provided for by Clauses F23 (h) 

and F23 (i) shall be by way of ‘Registered and/or Certified 

Mail’? 

Failure of a Club to carry out the requirements of Clause F23 

(j} in respect of Players specified in Clauses F23 {h) and F23 

(i) shall result in the Club being fined a sum as determined 

annually by the Board. ; 

Players who have received notification by their Club that 

they wish to renew their Contract or Agreement Prior to the 

15th October, shall notify their Club, in writing, by the 31st 

October, their acceptance or otherwise of the terms offered. 

(m) All Player Registered as a Contract Player may approach his 
Club at any time for the cancellation of his Registration and 
this may be effected with its consent. , 

(n) If a Club fails to fulfill its obligations or agreement with the 
Player, the Player shall be at liberty to seek the cancellation 
of the Agreement by the Protests and Disputes Committee. 

(0) If the Player fails to fulfill his obligations or Agreement with 
the Club, or is guilty of misconduct, his Club shall be at liberty 
to seek the cancellation of his Agreement by the P & D 
Committee who shall also adjudicate upon any Fee the Club 
may feel it is justly entitled to in respect of the Player’s 
Transfer. 

(p) Should a Player electto revert to a Non-Contract Player at the 
conclusion of his Contract and seek Registration as such 
with another Club, he shall be ineligible to re-sign asa Con- 
tract Player for a period of two (2) years except if such Regis- 
tration is in favour of his original Club. 

(q) For each Player Registered as a Contract Player, the Club 
effecting his Registration undertakes to provide him with 
adequate and satisfactory coaching and to pay the Player 
such Fees and Match Payments as are due to him in accord- 
ance with the Schedule listed in the Player/Club Agreement 
Contract. 


RIGHTS TO APPROACH 7 a 
Clubs may approach and sign any Player whose Registration is 
on the Open-to-Transfer List, but must at once give notice 
thereof to the Club on whose list of Registrations his name 
appears, and must be prepared to pay the amount namedon the 
List. 
Any Club or Club Representative wishing to obtain the Transfer 
of a Player on the Retained List of another Club, shall give that 
Club at least seven (7) days notice in writing of the intention to 
approach the Player. 
Any Club or Member of a Club or person acting on behalf of a 
Club found guilty of breaching Clause F25 of these Regulations 
shall be dealt with by the P & D Committee in a manner as they 
so determine. a 
(a) Any Member of the Federation, Club Official, Team Official or 
Player shail not directly or indirectly induce or attempt to 
induce a Registered Player of another Club to leave for any 
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purpose whatsoever the Club for which he is Registered. Any 

infringement of this Regulation shall be dealt with by the 

P & D Committee who shall impose any penalty against the 

Club, Official or Player of the Club, as they determine neces- 

sary in the circumstances. 

The penalty imposed by the P & D Committee shall include 

the refusal to register for the Club guilty of the infringement, 

any Player who they consider has been so induced. 

Public Statements by Club Officials of their interest in 

Registered Players of other Clubs shall be regarded as 

inducements within the meaning of this Regulation. 

All Transfers of Registrations and Contracts of service shall 

be arranged directly between the Clubs concerned and the 

Player and not through or by an Agent. No Club shall employ 

a Player who is on the Retained List or List of Registered 

Players of another Club, or who has failed to comply with a 

decision of the P & D Committee or of the Federation Appeals 

Board, given on an appeal made under these Regulations. 

Infringement of this Regulation shall also be dealt with by 

the P & D Committee who may impose any penalty they, in 

their discretion feel! necessary, including refusal to register 
the Player. 

(e) A Registered Player shall not directly or indirectly communi- 
cate with or approach another Club or any Official or Player 
of another Club with the object of negotiating or arranging 
the Transfer of himself or another Player to such other Club 
during the currency of a Contract. Any infringement of this 
Regulation shall render the Player concerned and any 
Official or other Play who enters into communication or 
negotiation with him, liable to such penalties by way of fine, 
suspension, expulsion or otherwise, as the P & D Committee 
may think fit in the circumstances. 

(f) Training with or playing Trial or Friendly games with a Club 

shall be deemed to be an inducement within the meaning of 

this Rule, unless the Club has the written consent of the 
other Club prior to the Registered Player training with or 
playing for the Club. 

REGISTERED PLAYER - DEFINITION 

A “Registered Player” for the purpose of this Regulation is a 

Player with a current Registration with a Member Club, ora 

Player on the Retained List of any Club affiliated with any 

Member of the Australian Soccer Federation. 


PRIORITY OF REGISTRATION 

In the event of a Player signing Registration Forms for morethan 
one Club, priority of Registration shall be the deciding factor. 
The P & D Committee shall investigate the circumstances under 
which the Registration Forms were signed and having made 
their determination shall notify the Club submitting the later 
Registration of the prior Registration. 

Any Player found to have wilfully signed Registration Forms for 
more than one (1) Club or any Club found to have knowingly 
induced a Player tosigna Registration Form with that Club in the 
knowledge that the Player has previously signed a Registration 
Farm with another Club, shall be dealt with by the P & D Commit- 
tee in such manner as they shall think fit. 

Retained Contract Players at the conclusion of their Agreement 
of Service do not require re-registration with the Federation. 


SPEEDY REGISTRATIONS & TRANSFERS OF REGISTRATIONS 
A Club, in order to effect a speedy Registration or Transfer of 
Registration of a Player must deliver at or send the Registration 
or Transfer of Registration Form by registered post or certified 
mail to the Registered Office of the Federation and intimate at 
the same time to the Federation ina telegram the time when the 
form was so delivered or posted. Should the form when received 
be found to be in compliance with the Regulations, it will be 
regarded as having been received for registration and the 
sanction and acknowledgement thereof received by the regis- 
tering Club at the time and date of despatch of the telegram. 


TRANSFER OF REGISTRATION - DEADLINES 

The Registration of Players with the Federation shall cease on 
the isi day of June in each year, subject to Regulation F7 (a) 
and (b). 

A Player who has been transferred, de-registered or granted an 
open Clearance by a Member of the Federation after the closing 
date of Transfers, may not be registered by any other Member 
Club or Associate of the Federation during the whole of that 
Playing Season in which he was transferred, de-registered or 
granted an Open Clearance. 


FREE TRANSFERS OR CLEARANCES 

Where a Player is granted a Free Transfer by the Federation or in 
writing by his Registered Club and notification thereof sent to 
the Federation, his Registration is automatically cancelled and 
the completion of a Transfer Form is not necessary on being 
registered by another Club. 

Players granted Clearances or Free Transfers are not permitted 
to be re-registered for the Federation during that year unless 
their Clearance or Free Transfer was granted prior to the closing 
date for Transfers in any one year and of which due notice has 
been sent to the Federation. ; 
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TRANSFERS OF PLAYERS UNDER SUSPENSION 

The Transfer documents of Players who are currently under 
suspension by the Federation at the time of Transfer, must be 
accompanied by a declaration by the Club transferring the Player 
that the Club acquiring the Player has been notified by the trans- 
ferring Club of any suspensions existing on the Player at the date 
of Transfer. 


PLAYERS ON TRANSFER LIST - TRAINING AND TRIALLING 
Players whose names are included upon the Open-to-Transfer 
List may obtain the permission of their Registered Club (which 
permission may be granted on specified conditions) to train or 
play in trial or practice games for another Club which may be 
contemplating effecting a Transfer of the respective Player or 
Players. Under no condition whatsoever shall such Player be 
trialled in Premiership Competition or Cup Games. Such 
arrangements shall be for the period agreed to by the respective 
Clubs at the time of the grant of permission aforesaid. 


REVERSION OF TRANSFER OF REGISTRATION RIGHTS 

The Registrations of the Players of a Club ceasing to be a 
Member of the Federation shall on the happening of that event 
be automatically vested in the Board of Directors, who shall at 
their own discretion assess the fees to be placed upon the Trans- 
fers for such Registrations. The fees to be derived from such 
Transfers shall belong to the Federation. 


TRANSFER FEES - CLUBS RETIRING 

The Board of Directors shall have the power to make a grant to 
the Club ceasing its Membership (provided that it has duly per- 
formed its obligations) of such an amount of the monies so 
received, but not in any event exceeding two-thirds thereof, as 
the Board of Directors may deem expedient, except in the case of 
a Club relegated from the lowest Division in any one Season 
thereby deemed to have retired from the Federation pursuant to 
the Articles of Association and these Regulations and such Club 
shail be entitled to receive all such Transfer Fees after the dis- 
charge of all its obligations to the Federation. 


UNREGISTERED PLAYERS 

Any Club playing an Unregistered Player in any Federation 
Fixture, shall be ineligible for points associated with that Fixture 
and shall be fined a sum as decided annually by the Board, for 
each offence. 

In such cases, the full points associated with the Match shall be 
awarded to their opponents and the score recorded according to 
three (3) goals by the team getting the points to nil (0) by the team 
which has infringed the Regulation. 


REPRESENTATIVE PLAYERS 

All Players registered with the Federation shall be required to 
make themselves available for any Federation, State or National 
Representative Team when selected and failure to do so without 
an excuse acceptable to the Federation will render such Player 
ineligible for any Club Fixture onthe weekend or date the Repre- 
sentative Fixture is conducted, 

All Players presenting themselves for selection in the Federa- 
tion’s Representative Squads at any age shall thereby be 
deemed to have given an undertaking that if selected they will be 
available to play for the respective Federation Squadas required 
and if a Player does not make himself available to play he shall be 
ineligible for any Club Fixture on the weekend or datae the 
Representative Fixture is conducted. 


PLAYERS CONTRACTS 

All Agreements or Contracts with Players must be on the Official 
Form of Contract provided by the Federation oras per Regulation 
F23 (d) and a copy of each and every Agreement must be regis- 
tered and lodged with the Federation. 


TEMPORARY OR LOAN TRANSFERS 

The Transfer of the Registration of Contract Players on a loan 
basis will only be approved by the Board for adefined period and 
subject to the Transfer being approved by the Board prior to the 
Player playing for the Borrower Club. The Board shall not 
normally approve more than two (2) Loan Transfers to any Club 
at any one time in a Season. At the completion of the Loan 
Transfer period, the Players Registration shall thereby vest in 
the Club which otherwise holds the Registration of the Player 
Pursuant to these Regulations. 


DUAL REGISTRATIONS 

The following provisions in respect of Dual Registration of 

Players shall apply: - 

(a) Any Club affiliated with the Federation may apply to New- 
castle United Soccer Club Limited (hereinafter called 
Newcastle United) to have the services of any registered 
Newcastle United Player on a casual basis for its Federation 
Fixtures. 

(b) The terms of any Agreement reached between any Federa- 
tion Club and Newcastle United in respect of any particular 
Player shall be forthwith notified to the Federation by 
Newcastle United and shall include details of: 

(i) Payment of the Player’s bonus by the Federation Club in 
a renee of any game in which the Player plays for the 
lub. 
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(ii) Details of Newcastle United's requirements in respect of 
Insurance cover on the Player. 

(iii) Any other matter agreed between the Federation Club 

and Newcastle United. 

NOTE: Notwithstanding. any such Agreement the Player 
concerned must attend scheduled Newcastle United 
training sessions. 

No Federation Club shall be eligible to have the services of 

more than two (2) Newcastle United Players in any one (1) 

Season provided that Players on loan to Newcastle United 

from a Federation Club shali not be counted for the purpose 

of this Clause. 

Provided that Agreement between Newcastle United and a 

Federation Club pursuant to Clause (b) hereof shall have 

been notified to the Federation as required by Clause (b) 

hereof, the Player concerned MUST hand to the Secretary of 

THE FEDERATION CLUB to which he is assigned the pres- 

cribed ‘Form of Clearance for the Day” duly signed by the 

Manager/Coach of Newcastle United - PRIOR TO THE 

COMMENCEMENT OF THE FEDERATION GAME IN WHICH 

THE PLAYER IS TO PLAY. 

(e) The “Form of Clearance for the Day” shall be securely 
attached to the Federation Team Sheet upon which the 
Player’s name is recorded before the Team Sheet is handed 
to the Referee so that the records of the Federation Registrar 
wiil show that the Player was properly authorised to play in 
the Federation Competition on that day. 

(f) Any Player who is the subject of any Agreement pursuant to 

Clause (b) hereof shall be regarded as a ‘‘Guest Player” for 

the Federation Club concerned and he shall not be included 

as one of the Federation Club's Players for purposes of the 
maximum number of Players which may be registered by any 

Club with the Federation from time to time. 

If any Newcastle United Non-Contract Player shall be the 

subject of discussion between Newcastle United and any 

Federation Club pursuant to Clause (b) the Federation Ctub 

shall be notified accordingly by Newcastle United at the time 

of such discussion. Further it shall be the responsibility of 

Newcastle United to include details of the fact that the Player 

is a Non-Contract Player when forwarding to the Federation 

the notification referred to in Clause (b) hereof. 
(h) Whilst playing in a Federation Fixture all Newcastle United 
Players shall be subject to the provisions of any Federation 
Judiciary System which may be applicable from time to time 
in respect of Cautions (yellow card) or Send-off (red card) 
issued by the Referee, and 
(i) shall be subject to the Constitution of the Federation as 
regards Judiciary action, and 

(ii) The Federation shall notify Newcastle United and the 
Australian Soccer Federation of the details of any Yellow 
Card or Red Card offence committed by the Player and of 
any further sentence which may be imposed on the 
Player by the Judiciary Committee of the Federation. 

(iii) Any suspension placed on any Newcastle United Player 
during or as a result of his playing in a Federation Fixture 
shall be served over the relevant length of time (or 
number of games) based on Newcastle United Fixtures. 

(i) No Newcastle United Player shall be dually registered with 
a Federation Club after the 30th day of June each year. 

(j} In the case of any Player “ON LOAN TRANSFER" to Newcas- 
tle United from a Federation Club, the provisions of Clause (a) 
hereof shall apply only to that Club in respect of that Player. 

(k) NOTE: The ‘Prescribed Form’ (see Clause (d)) shall nomi- 
nate the Federation Club, the Players name, the Day avail- 
able for and be signed by the Manager/Coach of Newcastle 
United. 

(I) The Directors of the Federation may from time to time deter- 
mine that the Dual Registration of Players may be permitted 
between other Members of the Federation. 


PROOF OF DATE OF BIRTH - NOMINATED AGE LEAGUE 

CHAMPIONSHIP 

Proof of birth date of any Player shall be supplied by a Club 

within seven (7) days when requested by the Federation at any 

period during the Competition. 

The Federation will accept as proof of birth the following: 

(a) Birth Certificate or Extract of Birth Certificate. 

(b) Baptismal Certificate showing date of birth and signed by 
Minister of Religion. 

(c) Passports or documents of identity. 

(d) Failing availability of the above, in extenuating circum- 
stances, any document acceptable to the Federation. 

Any Club playing an Over Age Player in any Nominated Age 

League Championship Fixture, shall be ineligible for points 

associated with that Fixture and shall be fined a sum asdecided 

annually by the Board. 

(a) In such cases the full points associated with the Fixture shall 
be awarded to their opponents and the score recorded 
according to three (3) goals by the Team getting the points to 
Nil (0) by the Team which has infringed the Regulation. 
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REGISTRATION OF CLUB TEAM OFFICIALS 

All persons employed or volunteering their services as a Club 

Team Coach, Team Manager, Team Masseur or Team Trainer 

(hereafter called a Team Official) shall be Registered annually 

with the Federation. 

(a) Notwithstanding the above, the Federation will only accept 
Registration of Team Coaches who have successfully 
completed Level (3) three, (Senior Coaching Course) under 
National Coaching Scheme, as the minimum qualifications 
for any Divisional Grade Coach. 

The name, address and official positions of the Team Coach, 

Team Manager, Team Masseur and Team Trainer for EACH 

TEAM shall be supplied in writing to the Federation Office, no 

later than fourteen (14) days before the commencement of the 

Federation Championship Competitions. In the event of any 

change to the nominated Team Officials during the Season, the 

Federation MUST be notified in writing no later than fourteen 

(14) days after the change occurs. 

No Club shall appoint a person to undertake any of the above 

Team Official positions unless that person undertakes to regis- 

ter with the Federation. 

All persons Registered as a Club Team Official shall be required 

to pay to the Federation a Registration Fee, as decided annually 

by the Board. 

All persons Registered as a Club Team Official will become 

eligible through their Club for Insurance Cover in the Sporting 

Injuries Fund, as established under the Sporting Injuries Act and 

their Club shall pay all premiums and other fees payable in 

respect thereof. 

For Each Club Team Official Registered with the Federation, the 

Club employing or engaging his services and effecting his 

Registration, undertakes to provide him with adequate and 

satisfactory facilities and equipment to allow him to fulfill his 

duties, and shall pay to each Official, such fees and other 
guaranteed obligations that are due to him in accordance with 
the schedule listed in the agreement between the Club and 

Team Official. 


GUEST PLAYERS 

Guest Players are permitted in the First Grade State First 

Division Championship, providing that the Guest Players are not 

Registered with any Club competing in the Fixture of the NNSW 

Soccer‘Federation Limited: 

(a) Gue’t Players must have the sanction of their Club in 
Australia or Overseas whichever is the case and this 
Clearance to play must be sanctioned through the ASF per 
medium of the Federation. 

(b) Each Club may register a maximum of two (2) Guest Players 
at any one time. 

(c) Guest Players will not be included as Club’s Players for the 
purpose of the maximum number of Players which may be 
Registered by any Club with the Federation from time to 
time. 

(d} Guest Players must be Registered with the Federation as per 
the Regulations covering Registration of Players. 

{e) Guest Players may play any number of matches providing 
that a Guest Player shall not be permitted to play in any 
Federation Fixture after the 1st August in any one season. 


PLAYERS INSURANCE 

All Players upon Registration with the Federation shall be 
required to become a Member of a recognised Medical and 
Hospital Benefits Fund and Ambulance Fund and shali be 
required to keep themselves financial with such Funds during 
the period of their Registration with the Federation. 

All Clubs playing under the Federation shall be required to pay to 
Players of their Club such amounts of Medical and/or Hospital 
expenses in excess of those amounts recoverable from the 
Medical and/or Hospital Funds as may be incurred by their 
Registered Players in respect of injuries sustained whilst play- 
ing and/or training with the Club. 

Players who fail to join a recognised Medical and/or Hospita! 
Fund and Ambulance Fund or who fail to maintain their financial 
membership with such Funds shall only be entitled to receive 
from their Club such amounts as would be payable by the Club 
in accordance with Regulation F58. 


CLEARANCE WITHHELD 

In the event of any Contract Player or Non-Contract Player being 
in debt to his Club for equipment, monies or other items, that 
Club shall advise the Federation in writing that his Clearance is 
being withheld until the outstanding debt is reimbursed to the 
Club. 


COMPLETION. OF TRANSFER PAYMENT FOR PLAYERS 

When Clubs agree on a Transfer involving a fee, it is necessary 

for the buying Club to lodge with the Federation a cheque, being 

made payable to the setting Club. 

(a) When the money is lodged with the Federation, it is then 
necessary for the selling Club to complete a form indicating 
‘formal advice’ that a transfer has been completed. 

(b) When a Transfer involves instalments, i.e. not a lump sum, 
the balance due to the selling Club is to be paid in instal- 
ments. 
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(c) Details of the instalment payable must be indicated on the 
completion of Transfer Advice form and this information 
will then be recorded on the card. Only when the amount or 
conditions in full have been complied with does the Transfer 
take full effect. This form is available from the office of the 
Federation. 

(d) When a Club buying a Player on instalments, fails to meet a 
payment deadline, it is the responsibility of the selling Club 
to raise the matter with that Club and advise the Federation 
accordingly.

Each Member or Associate Member Club shall be charged an 
Ann ual Player Registration Fee of asum as decided by the Board 
from time to time for each new Club Player registered with.the 
Federation or the re-registration of their current Players. 

(a) Player Registration Fees shall be paid in full before the 
commencement of the Championship Competition:-and 
Players will be declared “‘ineligible’’ to participate in any 
Federation Fixture unless the Player Registration Fee is paid 
before they play. 

Player Registration Fees are non-returnable under any 
circumstance and shail remain the property of the Federa- 
tion. Should a Player move to another Club during the 
Season, his new Club shall lodge with the Federation the 
appropriate Player Registration Fee with the Players new 
Registration Card. 
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COMMISSIONS AND ENQUIRIES 

The Board of the Federation may refer to the Judiciary Commit- 
tee or the Protests and Disputes Committee to enquire into all 
financial arrangements between Clubs and Players and all 
matters constituting or pertaining to any breach of these 
Regulations by Clubs, Club Official, Team Official, Match 
Official, Players and Officials or spectators. Both of these 
Committees shall have full power to deal with all Clubs, Club 
Official, Team Official, Match Official, Players and Officials or 
Spectators whom it deems guilty of having committed an 
offence of these Regulations of the Federation and it shall be 
entitled to take such action and impose such penalties either by 
way of reprimand, fine, suspension or other penalty as it may 
think fit in the circumstances and where applicable cancel or 
refuse registrations of Players or Team Officials which are 
contrary to the Regulations of the Federation.

Have the power to order, either verbally or in writing, that 
any person, Player, Team Official, Match Official, Club 
Official or other Official including Directors of the Federa- 
tion MUST appear before the Appeal Board to give evidence. 
(f) May accept, at his sole discretion, the provision of written 
evidence to be presented if any person so summoned is 
unable to attend. 
Direct that the proceedings before the Appeal Board be 
recorded in such a manner as the Chairman, or his nominee, 
directs and such recording shali be made by the Secretary 
of the Federation, or his nominee, who shall be entitled to 
attend each hearing for that purpose. The recorder shall 
vacate the Committee room while the Appeal Board deli- 
berates a decision or penalty. 

(h) In the interests of justice in any particular case, request the 
benefit of any known visual evidence and, if required, 
adjourn such hearing to another time and place to view such 
evidence. 

(i) !f adjourning any Appeal Board hearing to gather further 
evidence, the Player, aggrieved person, or Club shall have 
any suspension lifted until the time of the reconvened 
hearing. 


The Appeal Board may impose penalty by way of reprimand, 
bond, fine or suspension or a combination thereof on any 
person, Club, Player, Team Official, Match Official or Club 
Official that may wilfully disobey or disregard instruction to 
appear or provide evidence of a truthful nature. 

The required notice to appear before an Appeal Board shall be 
forty eight (48) hours MINIMUM given verbally to a Club Secre- 
tary or person involved by the Chairman of the Appeal Board, 
his nominee or the Office or Officers of the Northern NSW 
Soccer Federation Limited. 

Any person so summoned to appear before the Appeal Board 
who neglects to appear without prior explanation, to the Chair- 
man of the Appeal Board or Secretary of the Federation, shall be 
dealt with in terms of suspension, bond, fine, reprimand or a 
combination thereof as the Appeal Board sees fit. 

Any Player who dies not appear before the Appeal Board when 
ordered may be suspended by the Appeal Board until such time 
as the Player appears before it. 

Any aggrieved party, Player, Club Official, Team Official, Match 
Official or Club may call witnesses in support of his Appeal, the 
number of which shall be at the discretion of the Chairman of 
the Appeal Board. 

Any Referee, Match Official or his representative, concerned in 
the Appeal, MUST attend to give evidence if so directed by the 
Chairman or his nominee. 

The Appeal Board is entitled to administer penalty by way of 
fine, bond, suspension or reprimand to any person, Player or 
witness so called to a hearing of the Appeal Board, who, in the 
opinion of the Appeal Board, by act, word, or by deed at the 
hearing attempts to subvert the course of such hearing or is 
guilty of unseemly conduct at the hearing. 

The Appeal Board in handing down any decision due to Regula- 
tion G50, shall make it plain in handing down its decision that 
a penalty has been effected for misconduct at the hearing and 
record this penalty in the minutes of the meeting. 

The Chairman of the Appeal Board shall notify the appeltant of 
its decision after deliberation of each case on the evening of the 
Appeal Board meeting. The decision of the Appeal Board shall 
also be confirmed in writing by the Federation, to the Secretary 
of the Member Club concerned as soon as possible. 

No party, Player, Club Official, Team Official, Match Official or 
Club shall have the right to publicise any manner, the decision 
or proceedings of the Appeal Board. 


APPEAL TO THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

Any aggrieved party dissatisfied with the decision of the Appeal 
Board shall have the right to appeal to the Federation Board of 
Directors. 

Any appeal to Directors from a decision of the Appeal Board 
must be lodged verbally within forty eight (48) hours and in 
written form within seventy two (72) hours of the Appeal Board 
handing down its decision. The written appeal must be accom- 
panied by an Appeal Fee as decided annually by the Board, and 
such Fee is not refundable under any circumstances. 

The Appeal will be heard at the first meeting of the Board after 
the written Appeal is lodged. 

The only grounds of Appeal to the Board of Directors shall be 
against the penalty applied by the Appeal Board for the particu- 
lar offence committed. 

The Appellant may not call witnesses at the Board of Directors 
meeting. Any representative desired by the Appellant at such 
meeting shall be at the sole discretion of the Chairman or Presi- 
dent of the Board. 

The Chairman or the nominee of the Chairman of the Appeal 
Board which dealt with the appellant’s case must attend to give 
evidence at the Board of Directors meeting and give cause and 
reason as to why the Appeal Board's decision should be upheld.

The Board of Directors have the right to vary any suspension or 
fine imposed by the Appeal Board and have the right to adjust 
such penalties in line with the Appeal or severity of the sen- 
tence as they deem fitting.

GENERAL FUNCTIONS & PROCEDURES FOR COMMISSIONS

The Judiciary Committee, or P & D Committee or Appeal Board, 

shall have and may exercise the functions conferred upon them 

by or under these Regulations or from time to time by the Board 
of the Federation. 

In the exercise of their functions, the Judiciary Committee, 

P & D Committee or Appeal Board shall do all such things as 

may be necessary to ensure:- 

(a) That all Appeals, Disputes and other matters are set down 
for hearing with as much expedition as is reasonably 
possible. 

(b) That ail hearings are concluded within as short a period as 
is reasonably possible. 

The procedure for the conduct of any sitting of the Judiciary 

Committee, P & D Committee or Appeal Board, subject to these 

Regulations, shall be determined by the Chairman of each 

commission or enquiry. 

The Chairman or a Member selected by the Chairman of each 

commission as the case shall require, shall preside as Chair- 

man at each sitting of that commission. 

Each Member on any hearing of the Judiciary Committee, P&D 

Committee or Appeal Board shall have and exercise one (1) vote 


* and the decision on any matter arising for determination at that 


hearing of the Judiciary Committee, P & D Committee or Appeal 

Board, of a majority of the Members of each commission, shall 

be the decision of the Judiciary Committee, P & D Committee or 

Appeal Board, provided that in the event of equality of votes the 

Chairman of the commission shall exercise a second or casting 

vote. , 

At a hearing by the Judiciary Committee or P & D Committee or 

Appeal Board, the appellant or the aggrieved party's case shall 

be presented first but nothing herein removes from any person 

the onus of proving any ground on which he relies. 

Subject to the next Regulation, the Judiciary Committee, P&D 

Committee or Appeal Board is not bound by the rules and prac- 

tices as to evidence. 2 

The Judiciary Committee, P & D Committee or Appeal Board 

shall not inform itself on, or take into consideration any matters 

which have not been disclosed in evidence at a sitting of the 

Judiciary Committee, P & D Committee or Appeal Board unless 

the matter is one which ought, in the interests of justice, be 

taken into account or consideration by the Judiciary Committee, 

P & D Committee or Appeal Board. 

In relation to any hearing the Chairman of either the Judiciary 

Committee, P & D Committee or Appeal Board, by instruction in 

writing or verbally:- 
(a) May require any person to be present at a sitting of the 
Judiciary Committee, P & D Committee or Appeal Board for 
the purpose of hearing to produce, on or before such date as 
is specified in the instruction, the inspection of any other 
such persons so specified, any document or exhibit relevant 
to the hearing and which is so specified. 
(b) May require a person referred toin paragraph (a) above to do 
either or any of the following things namely:- _ 
(i) To lodge with either the Judiciary Committee, P & D

(d) May require any person to produce before the Judiciary 
Committee, P & D Committee or Appeal Board any 
document or exhibit relevant to the offence, appeal or 
complaint. 

(e) May require any person to appear before the Judiciary 
Committee, P & D Committee or Appeal Board to give 
evidence. 

Any person who fails or neglects to comply with the require- 

ments made to him under subsection (i) of Regulation G71 (c} 

shall be deemed to be guilty of misconduct and shali be liable to 

such penalty as the Judiciary Committee, P & D Committee or 

Appeal Board determines.

Nothing in the foregoing shall prevent the Board of the Federa- 
tion from approving a course of action to meet unforeseeable 
circumstances not covered by the Regulations concerning 
Player Send-Offs and Appeals against an automatic one (1) 
match suspension, provided that reasonable notification and 
consideration shall be given to the Appellant Club and Player. 


PLAYERS APPEARING BEFORE JUDICIARY COMMITTEE 

A Player who has been sent from the field of play may be 
required to appear before the Judiciary Committee to give 
reason why the suspension should not be increased. 

Any Player who has been sent from the field of play may not be 
called before Judiciary to have the automatic one (1) match 
suspension increased unless his Club has been advised 
verbally by the Chairman or his nominee within five (5) days of 
the Send-Off taking place even though the Club, being so 
advised that the Player is to appear before Judiciary, has not 
been given exact time, date and place to appear. 

Any Player so directed to appear before the Judiciary Committee 
MUST appear at such time, date and place as directed verbally to 
the Secretary of the Player's Club provided a minimum of twenty 
four (24) hours notice has been given. 

Any Player who does not comply with the instructions of the 
Judiciary Committee to appear shall be dealt with by the 
Judiciary Committee as the Committee feel the circumstances 
warrant. 

Any Player who does not appear before Judiciary Committee 
when ordered may be suspended by the Judiciary Committee 
until such time as the Player appears before it. 


The Player may call two (2) witnesses in his defence. All 
evidence to support his case shall be presented at this hearing. 
The Player MUST be accompanied by one (1) official of his Club 
provided that a further representative may be allowed by the 
Chairman of the Judiciary Committee if he sees fit. Should the 
Player not be represented by the Club Official the hearing will 
proceed, but the Club shall be fined a sum as decided annually 
by the Board, for each offence. 

The Referee concerned in the sending off offence, or his 
representative MUST appear to give evidence in addition to the 
written Send-Off Report, if so directed by the Chairman or his 
nominee. 

The Chairman, or his nominee, may also call witnesses in the 
interests of justice in any particular case. 

The Judiciary Committee shall be empowered to impose penalty 
by way of loss of points to the Player’s Club who, in the opinion 
of the Judiciary Committee, by act, word, or by deed at the 
hearing attempts to subvert the course of such hearing or is 
guilty of unseemly conduct at the hearing. 

The Judiciary Committee in handing down any decision as in 
H51 above, shall make it plain in handing down its decision that 
a penalty has been effected for misconduct at the hearing and 
record this penalty in the minutes of the meeting. 

Any Player or witness who finds it impossible to attend Judiciary 
meetings when requested by the Chairman, or his nominee, 
should make representation personally to the Chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee, or the Secretary of the Federation. In 
extreme cases the Player may be allowed to further state his 
case in writing if permission is granted by either of the two 
officials named above. If a Player fails to fulfill either of the 
provisions in this paragraph, HE SHALL BE SUSPENDED 
UNTIL HE APPEARS BEFORE THE JUDICIARY. ; 
The Chairman of the Judiciary shall notify the Appellant of its 
decision after deliberation of each case on the evening of the 
Judiciary Committee meeting. The decision of the Judiciary 
Committee shall also be confirmed in writing by the Federation, 
to the Secretary of the Appellant’s Club as soon as possible. 
No Party, Player, Club Official, Team Official, Match Official 
shall have the right to publicise in any manner the proceedings 
or decision of the Judiciary Committee. 


DISPUTES OVER CONTRACTS ; 

Should any dispute arise between a Member Club and a Player 
during the length of the Contract, or.the Retention of the 
Player on the Open-to-Transfer List with maximum Transfer 
Fee applied, the Secretary of the Federation, or his nominee, 
has the right to examine the Contract provided that:- 

(a) The Player has advised the Federation in writing that he is 

in Dispute with his Club over the terms of his Contract.

(i) The Player has also lodged a Dispute Fee with his 
written notification of the Dispute. Such Fee will be a 
sum as decided annually by the Board. 

(ii) The Dispute Fee shall remain the property of the Federa- 
tion and will be used to fund expenses incurred in 
administering the Protest and Disputes Committee. 

(b) The Member Clubs Secretary and its Player in Dispute shall 
be notified of time and place that the Contract shall be 
examined given a minimum of forty eight (48) hours notice 
in writing, that the Contract envelope is to be opened. _ 

(c) Whether Member Club representative, or the Player in 

Dispute, are present or absent at the appointed time, the 

Contract envelope may be opened and examined by a 

Federation Official. 

Both Member Club and the Player in Dispute, may seek 

counsel from the Federation as to the terms of the Contract 

in Dispute, if one or other party desire counsel. ; 

If either party, Member Club or Player, then so desire and 

despite any advice or counsel from the Federation, they 

shall have the right to request that the Dispute shall be 
placed before the Federation’s Protest and Disputes Com- 
mittee, which shall arbitrate on the Dispute within fourteen 

(14) days of the revealing of the terms of Contract. 

(f) Once the Dispute is placed before the Federation's Protest 
and Disputes Committee, that Committee’s decision is 
FINAL with no right of Appeal to the Federation’s Appeal 
Board. The decision shall be binding on both Club and 
Player in all matters concerning the Contract. 

CONTRACT PLAYERS DISPUTE BEFORE PROTESTS & 

DISPUTES COMMITTEE ; 

In determining such Dispute, the P & D Committee shall 

consider the following facts when considering the Dispute: 

(a) the cost of the Player to the Club. 

(b) the length of service to the Club. ; 

(c) the Signing-on.Fee and Match Fees paid by the Club. 

(d) the Coaching provided by the Club. 

(e) the Player's age. . : 

(f) the Player’s standard on joining the Club and at the time of 
Transfer. ; ; : 

(g) Subject to the Regulations any other relevant information 
that will assist the P & D Committee to arrive at a reasonable 
Transfer Fee. 

All Disputes in regard to Transfer Fees shall be made by a 

Player only and no Member shall have any right of Appeai in 

regard to Transfer Fees placed on Players. 


FAILURE TO ALLOW THE FEDERATIONS PROCESS OF ARBI- 
TRATION IN ALL MATTERS CONCERNING THE REGISTRATION 
OF PLAYERS, DISPUTE OVER CONTRACTS AND RETENTION 
OF PLAYERS. ; 
It is admitted by these Regulations that all Players, in terms of 
their Registration and freedom of movement between Clubs 
may come into Dispute with the Northern NSW Soccer Federa- 
tion Limited, and any Protest and Disputes Committee which 
sits in judgement of such matters. 
It is also admitted in these Regulations that Member Clubs may 
also come into Dispute with any Federation Committee which 
sits in judgement of such matters. an ; 
The Northern NSW Soccer Federation Limited will not defend 
itself against any legal action brought in a court of law by Player 
or Club, which shall be in Dispute with the Federation. 
Should any Player or Club refuse to accept the Regulations of 
the Federation when disputation occurs, the Federation shall:- 
(a) Allow the Player in Dispute to sign and be registered for his 
new Club. ; ; ; 
(b} Allow the Club in Dispute to Register and sign any Player in 
Dispute. ;

REPORTING TO PUBLIC PRESS ON PROCEEDINGS ; 

No Party, Player, Club Official, Team Official shall have the right 
to publicise in any manner the proceedings and decisions of the 
Protests and Disputes Committee. 


JUDICIARY COMMITTEE PROCEDURES ; ; 
The following procedure shall be the basis of conducting 
Judiciary meetings in respect of any charges against players by 
Referees. , 

(a) The Federation directs that all hearings be heard by the 
Judiciary Committee as defined in these Regulations. 

{b) Upon assembly the Chairman shall summon the Referee 
and his representative (if any), the charged player and his 
Club representative, any other player or players who have 
been mentioned in the Referee’s report. All players men- 
tioned in the Referee’s reports may have their Club repre- 
sentative in attendance. : ; 

(c) The Chairman questions the charged player if he is No..........

(i) The Players may then call witnesses, the charged player or 
his representative calling his first.

(j) After all the evidence is given, the representatives are given 
the opportunity of summing up their cases and when the 
committee is satisfied that all the evidence it needs to enable 
it to come to a decision has been heard, all persons except 
the committee will retire.

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REGULATION 


BEHAVIOUR OF PLAYERS, OFFICIALS OR SUPPORTERS 

Each Member or Associate Member shall be responsible for the 

behaviour of their Players, Team Officials, Club Officials, Club 

Members and Supporters at all times. 

(a) Any person or persons found guilty and thus bringing the 
code and his or their Club into disrepute, shall receive a 
minimum suspension being for the remainder of that Season 
in which the offence occurred. The Club shall be fined an 
amount not exceeding two (2) thousand dollars ($2,000) and 
both Club and offending person or persons shall be subject to 
any further penalties as determined by the Judiciary Com- 
mittee or the P & D Committee. 


TERMINATION OR SUSPENSION OF PLAYERS BY CLUBS 

If any Player shall prove palpably inefficient or shall be guilty of 
any serious breach of his Agreement or the Clubs’ By-laws or the 
Memorandum and Articles of Association or the Regulations or 
By-laws of the Northern New South Wales Soccer Federation 
Limited or any other Federation or League of which the Club may 
be a member or otherwise by his action brings the Club or the 
game of Soccer into disrepute (without prejudice to the right of 
the Club to Transfer Fees) the Club may upon giving notless than 
seven (7) days written notice to the Player to terminate his Agree- 
ment and dispense with the services of the Player. 

In the event of the Player being guilty of misconduct or of the 
breach of the disciplinary rules of the Club or of the Northern 
NSW Soccer Federation Limited or any other Federation or 
League of which the Club may be a Member which in the opinion 
of the Club is not of the nature to justify the Club in this right 
procedure to Regulation (I2) hereof the Club may suspend the 
Player for a period not exceeding fourteen (14) days and or 
impose upon the Player payment of a monetary fine notwith- 
standing any action which may have been taken against the 
Player in the course of such misconduct or breach by any 
Disciplinary Committee of the Northern NSW Soccer Federation 
Limited or any other Federation or League of which the Club may 
be a Member. 


INTERSTATE, INTRASTATE OR OVERSEAS TOUR BY CLUBS 

Any tour conducted by a Member or Associate Member or any 
Club affiliated to a Member or Associate Member of the Northern 
NSW Soccer Federation Limited must have the permission of the 
Federation to travel and play within Australia and must have the 
permission of both the Northern NSW Soccer Federation Limited 
ie a Australian Soccer Federation to travel and play outside 

ustralia. 


DISPUTE OVER MATCH SCORE 

In the event of any dispute in respect to the score of any Fixture, 
the score recorded by the Match Official in charge shall be the 
Official Score for the Fixture. 


RENEWAL OF MEMBERSHIP 

On or before the 30th day of November in each year all current 

Members or Associate Members shall re-apply on the appro- 

priate form supplied by the Federation for Renewal of Member- 

ship with the Northern NSW Soccer Federation Limited. 

The Renewal Form shall be signed for and on behalf of the 

Member or Associate Member, by a person so authorised by the 

Member or Associate Member. 

Such Renewat Form shall contain an undertaking to:- 

{i) Accept ail liabilities for payment of the appropriate Member- 
ship Fees and the payment of all charges and levies as they 
become due. . 

(ii) Conform to the Articles and the By-Laws, Regulations and 
Standing Orders of the Federation. 

(iii) Observe the Laws of Soccer in force with the Federation. 

(iv) Respect and observe the provisions of clause 2 (f) of the 
Memorandum and Articles of Association. 

Membership Forms shall also advise the Federation of the 

Members or Associate Members’ Delegate and Proxy Delegate 

together with the addresses and telephone numbers of each

NOTE. All Membership Fees shall become due and payable in 

advance by the 30th day of April in every year. 


GOVERNMENT SUBSIDY SUBMISSIONS 

Each Member or Associate Member, or any Club affiliated to a 

Member or Associate Member, on or before the 1st March each 

year, shall provide the Federation in writing with any Subsidy 

Submissions in respect to Special Employment, Junior Coach- 

ing, Representative Teams, Improvements to Fields, Establish- 

ment of Facilities or any other items for which a Subsidy may be 
allocated. 

(i) Each Submission shall be vetted by the Federation Soccer 
Council Sub-Committee and if approved, will be lodged in 
bulk to the appropriate Government Department. 

{ii) Submissions lodged in March will refer to the year com- 
mencing July Tst in that year, for the period up to June 30th 
in the following year. 

(iii) Subsidies are not retrospective and Submissions in March 
shall not refer to any employment items or projects com- 
menced prior to June 30th in that year.

(iv) Members or Associate Members that are funding projects 
on the basis of a Subsidy should not commence any capital 
improvements until advised by the Federation their Subsidy 
has been approved, by the Federation and the Government 
Department responsible for the granting of Subsidies. 


POWERS TO DIRECT A CHANGE OF HOME GROUND 

Notwithstanding Regulations B9 (iii)and Regulations D411 (a), the 
Federation may direct any Member or Associate Member to play 
their Home Fixture or Fixtures at a ground other than the Clubs’ 
Home Ground, for reasons of Sponsorship, Television Coverage, 
Disciplinary or any other reason, the Board may determine, 
providing seven (7) days notice has been given to the Home Club. 


DIRECTORS EXPENSES 

The Members of the Board shall be entitled to be paid out of the 
funds of the Federation their expenses incurred in attending all 
Meetings whether of the Federation or of the Board. 

The Members of the Board shall be entitled to be paid out of the 
funds of the Federation their expenses incurred in attending all 
Federation Fixtures outside the geographical area known as the 
Hunter Valley. 


NOTICES 

Any notice or notification which, by or under these Regulations 

is required or authorised to be given toany person may be given:- 

(i) In the case of the Federation - by delivering it to the Regis- 
tered Office of the Federation or by sending it by pre-paid 
post addressed to the Secretary of the Federation. 

(ii) In the case of a Member or Associate Member to the person 
nominated by the Member or Associate Member under 
Article 10 (i) of the Articles of Association of the Federation 
by pre-paid post to the address nominated pursuant to the 
said Article.

INTERPRETATION . 

The Board of the Federation shall be the sole authority for the 
interpretation of these Regulations and of any By-Laws made 
thereunder and the decision of the Board upon any question of 
interpretation or upon any matter affecting the Federation and 
not provided by these Regulations or by the By-Laws made 
thereunder shall be final and binding on the Members, Associate 
Members, the Members of the Appeal Board, Judiciary Commit- 
tee, P & D Committee andthe Members of other Sub-committees 
appointed hereunder by the Board, Players, Team Officials 
registered with the Federation and all other persons affected by 
these Regulations or by the By-Laws made thereunder. 


ALTERATIONS TO REGULATIONS 

The Board of the Federation shall have the sole right to alter, 
repeal, add to, vary or modify. all or any of these Regulations (in 
this Regulation described as an ‘‘amendment’’).

(a) Full points allocated for the Match shall be forfeited to their 
opponents and goals recordd according to three (3) goals 
scored by the Team getting the points to Nil (0) by the Team 
who has infringed the Regulations.

ARBITRATION ON CONTRACT PLAYERS SIGNED WITH 
UNINCORPORATED MEMBERS 

Notwithstanding Regulations H55 to H61 inclusive, the Federa- 
tion will not arbitrate on any Dispute over Contracts or Retention 
of Players between Members and Players after the 30th October, 
1983, unless that Member is an incorporated body under the 
requirements of the Companies Act 1961-1976. A copy of any 
such document of incorporation must be lodged with the Federa- 
tion and approved by the Board. 


SECOND DIVISION GRADING : 
Notwithstanding Regulation E4 to E9 inclusive, the Federation 
will only grade and accept Members into the Second Division 
Championship providing the Member Club is an incorporated 
body under the requirements of the Companies Act 1961-1976. 

A copy of any such document of incorporation must be lodged 

with the Federation and approved by the Board. 

(a) Members will be accepted for the 1983 Season providing 
each applicant undertakes to become incorporated by the 
30th October, 1983. Thereafter Members will be accepted 
for subsequent Seasons only if incorporated. 


NOMINATED AGE LEAGUE CHAMPIONSHIP, SECOND DIVISION 
Notwithstanding Regulations D3 and Regulations E4 to E9 
inclusive, Member Clubs nominating for Second Division 
Grading shall agree to enter a Team in the Age League Champ- 
ionship providing their Home Ground is situated within 100 
kilometres radius of the Federation's Registered Office.
